Showing marked improvement 
oyer the past five years' activity, 
real estate transactions in Vir- 
ginia Beach this season spurted 
far beyond expectations, a poll of 
local real estate operators reveals. 

^Although the nationwide de- 
pression in realty activity touch- 
lightly on this section, condi- 
'ibns here have improved 
so materially as to give 
every evidence that the rate of 
growth of several years ago has 
been resumed this season. Con- 
sideration of prospective sales now 
in the offing suggest that the 
closing months of 1935 will lend 
further evidence to this emergence 
from the gloom of depression, so 
far as Virginia Beach and its 
environs are concerned. 

Pinewood Hotel Largeat«8ale 

Heading the list of transactions 
in monetary importance was the 
sale of the Pinewood Hotel to 
James P. Guzzy. for a reported 
consideration of $68,000. H. L 
Lindsay and Company, of Norfolk, 
handled the transaction. The 
hotel, Virginia Beach's largest 
ocean front hostelry, formerly was 
owned by Jacob Laskin, of Mount 
Vernon, N. Y. 

Second in importance was the 

sale of the Beach Plaza Hotel to 

Mrs. Corinne L. Mosby for $55,- 

000. Mrs. E. K. Milholland, of 

/•Virginia Beach, handled the sale. 

Other sales of considerable size 
include the old Ackiss property, 
in Linkhorn Park, purchased by 
Mrs. Margaret C. Moore for $15,- 
000; the Jonathan Bryan resid- 
ence, in Cavalier Shores, to Col- 
onel and Mrs. Henry N. Manney, 
recent arrivals from the West 
Coast, for a price said to be $20,- 
000, and the R, S. Trant home, on 
102nd Street, to Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
M. Tyler, of Washington, D. C, 
for 112,500. The Ackiss property 
was handled by Cole and Masury 
and the other two by 8. L. Nus- 
baum and Company, of Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach. 

Many Residences Built 

Reliable estimates reveal that 
an approximate forty properties 
of varying size have been con- 
structed thus far this season at a 
Sv reported cost of $200,000. Twenty 
, *Swiditional residences, ranging 
from garage apartments to per- 
manent homes, are now in the 
building, and the cost of these is 
expected to swell the season's 
total to another $100,000, all of 
which will be expended prior to 
the opening of the new season 
next spring.

The opening date of the 1935- 
36 term for Princess Anne county 
schools has been postponed until 
September 16, Frank W. Cox, Sup- 
erintendent of Schools, announced 
last Tuesday afternoon upon the 
conclusion of a called meeting of 
the school board. The opening, 
originally scheduled for yesterday, 
was delayed upon the advice of 
Dr. Josiah Leake, health officer 
for the county. 

The presence of one case of ill- 
ness in Virginia Beach diagnosed 
as infantile paralysis prompted 
the delay, Mr. Cox stated. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Leake, there was some 
element of risk because of the' 
large crowds which thronged the 
beach over Labor Day and the 
statewide gathering of Legion- 
naires here in convention, and it 
was his recommendation that the 
change in opening dates be made. 
Previously, on Friday, August 30, 
he had announced conditions in 
the cbunty as satisfactory, and the 
teaching staff of the school sys- 
tem was advised to be at their 
posts within the week. 

One Case Improved 

Teachers, students and parents 
who had prepared for the opening 
yesterday were divided in their 
opinion as to the merits of the 
delay. It was a common belief, 
however, that the change would 
increase fears of the disease in the 
county to a proportion not Justi- 
fied by actual conditions, for the 
one case of poliomylitis reported 
in the county is already well on 
the way to recovery in a Norfolk 
hospital and is expected to return 
to his home some time this week 
end. One other case of illness, 
tentatively diagnosed as infantile 
paralysis, was entirely recovered 
before the health officer could put 
in an appearance.

STATE'S HISTORIC CHURCHES OPEN 
TO PUBLIC DURING TRAVEIMJE 



Tours to forty-four historic Epi- 
scopal Churches In Virginia, Vir- 
tually all of the original 250 Col- 
onial churches of the Common- 
wealth to remain standing, will be 
offered the traveling public on 
September 20 and October 6 and 
13, in the first organized church 
tours of the State ever attempted. 
The tours will be a part of The 
Virginia Autumn Travelogue, a 
consecutive series of events begin- 
ning with the National Tobacco 
Festival at South Boston on Sept- 
ember 25 and continuing through 
the anniversary celebration at 
Vorktown, on October 19. Gover- 
nor George C, Peery is chairman 
of the Travelogue movement. 

Arrangements for the church 
tours were made by Dr. G. 
Maclaren Brydon and Miss Mary 
"Oodwyn, historiographers of the 
Episcopal dioceses in Virginia. 
Those included constitute the 
thirty-eight churches of Colonial 
days owned and used by the Epis- 
copal church and a number of 
others which have passed into the 



I hands of other faiths. 
The Colonial churches in Vir- 
ginia constitute one of the most 

(interesting and appealing groups 

I of Colonial buildings now in exist- 
ence. Most of them are situated 
in rural sections .remote from 
towns and with their venerable 
age and antique interiors speak 
of the life of passing generations. 
The Church of England was 
established by law in the Colony 
of Virginia and its parishes cover- 
ed the colony. At the time of the 
revolution there were nearly 100 
parishes with 250 churches and 
chapel buildings. All of these still 
In existence are in the section of 
the state east of the Blue Ridge 
and most of them are in the Tide- 
water section. 

Virginia churches are of two 
styles of architecture, the rectang- 
ular building and the cruciform, 
with many small vartattons. The 
earlier churches were rectangular

TO TRAIN HERE 

Seven Hundred Officers And 
Men Expected To Arrive 
Tuesday at State Camp. 



Seven hundred men and of- 
ficers, of the 66th Infr.ntry. U. S. 
A., stationed at Camp Meade, 
Maryland, will arrive in*Virginia 
Beach next Tuesday for a two 
weeks' encampment on the State 
military reservation. The outfit, 
commanded by Colonel J. P. Mc- 
Adams, is composed of A, B, and 
C, companies of the First Battal- 
ian and Company I of the Third 
Battalian, the Headquarters Com- 
pany and the Service Company. 

Although designated as a light 
tank corps, the soldiers will come 
to Virginia Beach without tanks. 
The equipment used since the 
days of the World War was de- 
clared obsolete early last spring 
and dismantled. -New tank«T-«ow- 
in an experimental state, are ex- 
pected to be issued to the outfit 
some time next year, it was learn- 
ed. 

Sergeant Lee and a small de- 
tachment are now on the reserva- 
tion preparing for the encamp- 
ment. The main body of the 
troops, which participated in the 
war games recently staged in 
Pennsylvania by the First Army, 
will arrive by motor transport. 

The pursuit squadron, from 
Langley Field, which was expected 
to use the facilities of the camp 
this week have postponed their 
maneuvers here until the conclus- 
ion of the 66th Infantry's en- 
campment.

New offices for county workers 
will be- provided through the use 
of county-WPA funds, to be ex- 
pended on the construction of a 
new story to the present county 
clerk's quarters, it was determined 
at a special session of the County 
Board of Supervisors, held at the 
court house last Tuesday night. 
Hurried action was necessitated 
by the President's ruling that all 
WPA projects must be determined 
urcn within the next week or two. 

Odin Stresses Need 
— Need for the additional quarters 
was stressed at the August ses- 
sion of the board by H. W. Ozlin. 
county agent, who told the super- 
visors that passage of the potato 
control bill and the imposition of 
additional duties on his office 
in its enforcement would neces- 
sitate greater space than was to 
be had in the court house. The 
superintendent of schools needs 
greater space, it also was argued, 
as will the new county home de- 
monstration agent, who is expect- 
ed to be named by the extension 
division of V. P. I. within the next 
week. 

The extra session was called up- 
on the request of Supervisors 
George W. Dawley, W. R. Payne 
and Miltcfi James, all of whom 
voted that the county expend a 
maximum of $2,500 from the gen- 
eral county fund on the construc- 
tion of the new offices and their 
furnishings, it being understood 



ed by the Federal Government 
through the agency of the Works 
Progress Administration. William 
Hudgins and M. C. Mansfield, who 
opposed the project when consid- 
ered in August, continued their 
opposition, Mr. Mansfield stating 
that he would agree to a maxi- 
mum expenditure of $2,000.

Sergeant Earle D. Gregory, who 
rated international press comment 
'way back in the war days for his 
single-handed assault on a Ger- 
man machine gun nest, is one of 
the real heroes attending thecon- 
vention. He hates to talk about 
his feat, but it is well worth re- 
calling. 

On the night of October 18, 1918 
Mr. Gregory — in his own words — 
"got lost somewhere in the 
Argonne." It was dark and he 
became separated from his bud- 
dies in the Headquarters Company 
of the 116th Infantry. Crawling 
along in a homeward direction, he 
found a German outfit at his 
back. One of the two parties, he

(Here we would interpose that 
the German outfit was composed 
of 24 men. three machine guns 
and a three-inch field piece. He 
had his rifle and bayonet.) 

Attacking the squad single- 
handed, he killed one of the men, 
captured the other 23 soldiers and 
held them captive with their 
equipment until relief came. 

For his almost unparalleled act 
of bravery, Mr. Gregory distin- 
guished himself forever in the an- 
nals of the 29th Division and won 
for himself the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, the only Virgin-

COOK STOVE, SCREENING NEEDED 
BY INDIGENT PEOPLE OF COUNTY 



Somewheie in Piincess Anne 
county there* is an old. but work- 
able, cook stove and sufficient 
screening to enclose a porch, now 
used as sleeping quarters by a 
tubercular child, who is at the 
mercy of mosquitoes and flies. 

The county office of the FERA 
has need of both items, and he 
who supplies either will merit the 
workers' sincere . thanks for the 
contribution. There is, unfortun- 
ately, no funds at their disposal 
with which to purchase these bad- 
ly needed articles. 

Earns $2 Weekly 

A Negro woman and her f t ir 
children need the stove. Her hus- 
band decamped some time ago 
and, although she works two days 
each week— all the employment 
she has been able to find in 
months— the $2 earned weekly will 
not permit the purchase of suf- 
fici e nt f oo d- for her family, let 
alone such items as clothing and 
a cook stove. At present, the 
pathetic group is utilizing a piece 
of sheet iron as a stove, but it 



is far from satisfactory. 

The family has been placed on 
the relief rolls of the FERA, and 
the $2 weekly income is being 
augmented some bit by Govern- 
ment funds. When found, several 
of the children had rickets so 
badly that they were unable to 
stand, a bad case of underfeeding. 

The eight-year-old tubercular 
child, also colored, lives with her 
father, who also is a victim of 
the disease in an advanced stage 
There is no room in the house 
for her, and she spends most of 
her time on the porch, where fjies, 
mosquitoes and other insects 
swarm at will. The child is lame 
from the progress of the disease 
and needs medical attention, but 
her outlook would be much hap- 
pier if the place of her abode were 
screened. 

It would be an act of mercy to 
supply these unfortunates with 
the simple items so necessary to 
their jweU-bemg, mean as it may 
be. The NEWS is pleased to 
broadcast such requests.

Commander Belgrano aid

Virginia legionnaires, more than 
1,000 strong, moved on Virginia 
Beach early this week to partici- 
pate in the 17th annual conven- 
tion of the Virginia Department, 
American Legion, and its subsid- 
iary organizations, the American 
Legion Auxxlliary, La Societe des 
40 Hommes et Eight Chevaux, La 
Boutique des Huit Chapeaux et 
Quarante Femmes and the Vir- 
ginia Sons of the American Leg- 
ion. 

Registration of the delegates 
from the one hundred posts at the 
State was begun in the local club- 
house of Princess Anne Post No. 
113 on Tuesday and will continue 
throughout the convention, which 
will close with a grand parade on 
Saturday afternoon. Wednesday, 
opening day of the State meeting, 
was given over largely to informal 
receptions, friendly gettogetherl 
of the legionnaires and theft,* 
families and to meetings of the 
committees of the organisations. 
The serious business of the con- 
vention was begun yesterday 
morning. 

Added Delegates Expected 

It is anticipated that before the 
convention closes more than 2,000 
members of the Legion and their, 
families will be on the Beach. In- 
clement weather slowed up the at- 
tendance at the opening session, 
but an expected break in the rains 
of the past few days is counted 
upon to swell the numbers of dele- 
gates considerably. 

According to Department Com- 
mander Robert L. Insko, this ses- 
sion of the Legion will witness the 
formulation of plans to bring the 
veterans' organisation and its in- 
fluence into the civic life of the 
State during the coming year to 
an extent greater than ever before 
attempted. . In discussing this 
phase of proposed Legion activity, 
Commander Insko said* 

Commander Comments 

"The war is over. We are not 
living now under the strain that 
we llved-under in 1011 and 111$. 
Our duty is to the Stata if we are, 
to be a successful and useful or- 
ganization." 

He said the Legion will continue 
to insist upon immediate payment 
of the remainder of the face value 
of adjusted compensation certifi- 
cates. "We'll leave the method 
of collecting the money up to 
Congress," he said, "but we will 
continue to ask that the veterans 
be paid what is due them. 

"The Legion also will continue 
to ask that America withdraw it* 
official recognition of Soviet Rus- 
sia." he said. 

This particular point is pressed 
because of Russian influence to 
America through Communistic or- 
ganizations and other Red activi- 
ties. 

"We need, further," Command 
er Insko continued, additional 
facilities for the veterans. We 
need more hospitals. Our rehabi- 
litation work among the veterans 
has been stowed up by our 
of facilities."

he has proven himself worthy of 
the trust and confidence imposed 
in him by the last national con- 
vention. And such a stand we 
must applaud, for such leadership 
is a rare thing today. 

If Mrs. Carlson Jias been less 
spectacular in her activity, she 
has accomplished a similar record 
of successful performance. Taking 
charge of the Auxiliary's child 
welfare program at a time when 
unemployment was beginning to 
have serious results for children 
in the homes of jobless veterans 
and other unemployed, she has 
led her organization through these 
trying years to a plane of highest 
efficiency. It was upon that re- 
cord of accomplishment, estab- 
lished during the three years that 
she served as chairman of the na- 
tional child welfare committee, 
that Mrs Carlson was swept into 
the office which she now nolds. 
Although other tasks have fallen 
upon her during this year, she has 
not forgotten her interest in the 
humanitarian work ot the Legion 



At his recent apple growers 
party given near Berryville, H. F. 
Byrd, junior United States Sen- 
ator from Virginia, in addressing 
those present devoted some time 
in repeating his attacks on New 
Deal policies of the Roosevelt 
Administration. Byrd told his 
visitors there had been great 
waste of public funds and con- 
gratulated the people of Clarke 
County— in which Berryville is 
located— upon the fact that they 
had not called upon the Federal 
government for public assistance. 
The Senator made great point of 
this, but did not dwell upon the 
fact that Clarke County had been 
fortunate in having new and 
wealthy residents .spend some- 
thing like $5,000,000 in private 
construction and improvements 
that had provided work for most 
everybody who wanted to work, 
thus making it unnecessary , for 
that county or its people to ask 
assistance of anybody— a very 
happy condition, to be sure. 

However, Senator Byrd did 
dwell upon what he semed to con- 
sider very unfair and unjust 
criticism aimed at him and his 
elder colleague, Carter Glass, for 
their opposition to the Roosevelt 
administration and its policies. 

Senator Byrd claimed that his 
disagreements- with the President 
had in no way been "political" 
disagreements — that he and his 
colleague had simply voted their 
convictions on questions coming 
before Congress and that neither 
had any "political" disagreements 
with President Roosevlt. 

Commenting upon this, one of 
the guests said: "Well, it turns 
out that politics is simply the 
science of getting and holding 
public office." 

Another comment was that this 
will be the kind of argument that 
Senator' Byrd, and his colleague, 
Senator Glass, are preparing to 
present to the folks of Virginia in 
statements they will soon be 
forced to give of their readiness to 
"pledge up" for an instructed 
Roosevelt delegation to the next 
Democratic National Convention, 
or suffer the charge of giving aid 
and comfort to the now repeated 
Bainbridge Colby movement for a 
D e m o c r atic "Constitutionalist" 
Presidentiall ticket, such as the 
former Secretary of State origin- 
ally proposed to be launched at 
Richmond.

Shelley wear that sort of garment 
more comfortably. But the flame 
that burned within Emerson's New 
England breast was hot with zeal 
for the truth of the universe; and 
Miss Stein is wise in recognizing 
it as one of the qualities of litera- 
ture. 

For passion is not merely anger 
or sensuality, although it is both, 
but fervor for the world and the 
destiny of the human race. It is 
consumed with the ferocity of its 
feeling about life. Writing is easy. 
Almost any one can write. Some- 
times it seems as though every one 
were scribbling his thoughts on 
paper and striving to call atten- 
tion to himself. But the writing 
that becomes literature is not an 
idle exercise in self-expression but 
impregnation of material with 
passionate feeling. When the job 
is done by a genius the material 
that everybody had taken for 
granted suddenly acquires vitality 
and significance. It now has a 
meaning and a new relation to 
the universe. So much lively and nize 
clever writing is published in the 
course of a year that we frequent- 
ly forget that the only writing 
worth cherishing deepens our un- 
derstanding of ourselves and each 
other. 

Every writer is constantly in 
search of material that he can 
pour into his hopper, for some 
material suits him better than 
other. In spite of his passionate 
nature Emerson, for example, 
could not have written "Moby 
Dick" or "Thus Spake Zarathus- 
tra." But the material is every- 
where; the universe is packed 
with it. What is lacking is the 
writer who can seize it, compre- 
hend it and touch it with radi- 
ance. If the great writers often 
seem odd and queer in ordinary 
society it is because by the nature 
of their profession they begin 
deeper and work higher than most 
men. When they are finished and 
the result of their labor is on 
paper it appears that they are not 
queer fish after all, but extraor- 
dinary seers. 

If writing is art it is not enough 
for a writer to have only an inter- 
esting personality or a trick for 
daubing surfaces with bizarre 
colors or a knack for twisting his 
material into astonishing shapes. 
That may be amusing for a while, 
but in the long run it is degrading. 
The genuine writer is always in 
search of meanings. Whenever 
he sits down to work he stares 
passionately in the direction of 
the truth, hoping some time to 
look her full in the face, for truth 
is the only subject literature has. 
The great writers do not trifle 
with passion. It is the source of 
their power and such an integral 
part of their character that it 
drives them beyond their material 
and themselves — New York Times.

An al- 
most scientific passion for facts, 
an unbiased yet sympathetic view- 
point, and a playwright's sense 
of the dramatic are characteristic 
of the treatment throughout the 
entire book.

There is, perhaps, no more dif- 
ficult task in the literary world 
than that which confronts the 
author of a biography. The writer 
of fiction has, after all, an easy 
lot. Usually he concocts a mix- 
ture which consists of equal parts 
of autobiography and memoirs 
with a dash of the magic and 
mythical quantity called imagina- 
tion. This last is the solution of 
all problems and difficulties whieh 
might arise with regard to situa- 
tions, plot, or character, ft is, in- 
deed, kept back like the prover- 
bial ace to be thrown in at the 
crucial moment in order to keep 
matters neat and well-rounded. 
The strange penchant of the Fates 
for mixing up lives and characters 
generally has been common 
knowledge for quite some time. 
The novelists, however, have been 
evading this truth with such per- 
sistence that it has been tacitly 
agreed among most of us that 
story book characters always live 
in such a way as to furnish near- 
ly balanced reading matter. This, 
of course, makes it all the worse 
for the biographer, who is now ex- 
pected to make a truthful yet 
well-organized book out of the 
chaotic jumble which typifies life 
and which is intensified by his 
tory. That the problem has been 
a knotty one is evidenced by the 
preponderance of unsuccessful ef- 
forts in the field. The average 
writer has either been so impress- 
ed with the verities that he has 
written his book in footnotes or 
has been so appalled with the 
whole business that he has thrown 
any hope of truth to the winds 
written a novel, and designated it 
a "fictioniaed biography." 

It is all the more cause for re 
joteing, then, when a man appears

TIE art of working with birch 
bark Is widely practised by the 
Indiana of Northern Ontario. Bark 
teepees, like that pictured above, 
are to be seen frequently in those 
sections of the province where 
rivers flow towards Hudson Bay. 
While the cedar canoe Is preferred 
by the Indian who can afford one. 
he can still make his own out of 
birch bark, like the man In the 
photograph. In the manufacture 
of smaller articles such as baskets, 



fishing creels, water dippers, etc., 
birch bark is much used by those 
Indians, notably the OJibways, 
from whom many of Ontario's most 
famous fishing and hunting guides 
are drawn. Inset is a simple birch 
bark candle holder which every 
camper might copy profitably In- 
stead of using the bottom of s tin 
can or the neck of a bottle. The 
cleft stick, about three feet long, Is 
driven into the ground. A strip of

June 6, 1936. 

The part played by Virginia in 
the foundation of the Texas Re- 
public and its development as a 
state is evidenced by the fact that 
no less than thirty Texas coun- 
ties are named in honor of illus- 
trious Virginians. . 

Names on Honor Roll 

The name of every Virginian ( 
who served in the army of Sam 
Houston a hundred years ago will 
be inscribed on a revolutionary 
roll of honor which will be en- 
shrined in the Hall of 1836, a sec- 
tion of the million dollar State of 
Texas Building which is to be 
erected at the Exposition to house 
permanently the precious his- 
torical relics and records of the 
State. 

Two of the greatest of all 
Texans were born te^Virginia.

at San Jacinto; Thomas J. Cham- 
bers who sold his lands to buy 
arms for the Texans; W. Motley, 
youngest signer of the Texas De- 
claration of Independence, who 
was killed at San- Jaeintor Dr. 
John Shackelford, of Richmond, 
who fought through the Revolu- 
tion as leader of his company of 
"Red Rovers;" Thomas Jefferson 
Green of Amelia County, clerk of 
the Texas Congress, who fought 
gallantly at San Jacinto; Edwin 
Waller, of Spottsylvania County 
who laid out the plans for the city 
of Austin and many others.

The first national open salt- 
water fishing tournament was de- 
finitely slated for Chamberlin 
Hotel at Old PeinC under the 
auspices of the Peninsula Cham- 
ber of Commerce, as a running 
feature of the first ' Virginia 
Autumn Travelogue. September 25 
to October 19. inclusive. The event 
which it is believed will attract 
sport fishermen from every sec- 
tion of the nation, will include a 
trip by a flotilla of yachts to ex- 
plore the fishing offered by the 
gulf stream, which flows off the 
Virginia coast. 

The tournament contests will 
include a deep sea fishing com- 
petition, contests open to those 
that catch the most, the biggest. 
and the most and biggest each 
day, and the most and biggest of 
each variety of fish during the 
entire period. Waters open for 
the fishing competitions include 
Hampton Roads, the Chesapeake 
Bay. the York and James River 
fishinl" grounds, and organized 
trips for deep sea fishing in the 
Atlantic off Cape Henry. A fleet 
of more than 300 fishing boats en- 
gaged in commercial activity dur- 
ing the winter months will be or- 
ganized for the sportsmen, 

C. M. Mark, secretary of the 
tournament, pointed out that the 
finest saltwater sport fishing to be 
found in Virginia waters Is during 
September and October and that 
fishing is often excellent until the 
middle of November. He said that 
the public does not realize how 
fine the season is during' Septem- 
ber and October and that many 
sportsmen are just beginning to 
patronize Virginia waters during 
this time. He said that contest 
fishermen are not limited to fish- 
ing in boats, but that they may 
fish from James River Bridge and 
other bridges in salt waters in- 
cluded in the fishing contests. 

National sport fishing organiza- 
tions are to render aid in the 
event, according to J. Wesley Gar- 
dner, who is acting as temporary 
chairman and director of the 
tournament. 

One feature of the event will be 
that relief agencies will be sup- 
plied with most of the fish caught, 
and another will be the evening 
competitions for the best fish 
stories that are entered in the 
"Now You Tell One," contest, 
which will be a nightly feature of 
the event. Local yacht club of- 
ficials and fishing organizations 
plan a series of balls and dances 
for the entertainment of visitors.

5 or 6 servings. When done the 
grains of rice will protrude from 
the sides of the meat balls, giving 
appearance of quills— hence the 
name "porcupines."

Properly cooked rice is snowy- 
white, distinct grains. Be sure to 
"fluff" rice after boiling, by drain- 
ing in colander, covering with 
cloth and steaming over hot 
water. Do not overcook: boil only 
until a grain pressed between 
fingers is soft, not mushy.

STATE HISTORIC 
CHURCHES OPEN 



(Continued From Page One) 
existent specimen of the cruciform 
church. St. Paul's Church in 
King George County, erected in 
1766, is a square cruciform with 
all four arms of the same length. 

Under the ecclesiastical law of 
England every Colonial church in 
Virginia was erected due east and 
west, with the chancel in the east 
end. The main door was at the 
west end, with the font usually 
placed in a pew space just inside 
that door. The pulpit was never 
placed in the Chancel. In the 
earliest churches it was always on 
the north wall of the church for 
the reason perhaps that according 
to a belief among the early Jews, 
intimated in the Psalms and in 
the Book of Jeremiah, when God 
spoke to man He spoke from the 
north. In some of the later 
churches the custom was aban- 
doned and the pulpit placed on 
the south wall. 

Under the changed conditions 
of modern* life the Colonial church 
buildings have been modified to 
some slight extent. For instance 
no Colonial church had any pro- 
vision at all either for heating or 
for artificial light. The congre- 
gation wore their wraps to keep 
warm in winter. There were no 
lights because the law of the 
colony forbade meetings at night. 
Because of the constant importa- 
tion of African slaves every house- 
holder was expected to remain at 
home after dark in order to pro- 
tect his famiy from the constant 
menace of a slave insurrection. 

Arrangements have been made 
to invite all making the tour to 
attend church services and sche- 
dules of these services is being 
worked out for all churches in 
Virginia. Special committees will 
show the churches to visitors and 
tell something of their history. 

In early days there was a time 
set in th*e -.service for official 
notices, the reading of Governor's 
proclamations, new laws requiring 
to be brought quickly to the 
knowledge of the people and other 
matters of Importance. It was the 
one regular opportunity fdr scat- 
tered neighbors to meet and dis- 
, cuss neighborhood affairs and 
problems. It has been said that 
in the difficult years just before 
the Revolution, resistance to Great 
Britain was begun and fomented 
in the Vestry meetings of the var- 
ious parishes. From these meet- 
ings it spread to the churchyards 
where the people assembled at the 
hours of service. Because of such 
conditions the old church build- 
ings are more intimately connect- 
ed with the common life of the 
Colonial period than any other 
class of buildings now in exist- 
ence.

boy or girl who owns a camera. 

Whether you go to a little country 
school with one room or a great uni- 
versity your opportunity for snap- 
shooting fa unlimited, providing you 
use your eyes and the proper amount 
of good judgment. Just as a news 
paper reporter develops a "nose for 
news" just so you should develop 
an "eye for snapshots." 

There are, of course, the obvious 
shots of the school building or build 
lugs, as the case may be, and you 
will want them; but what about pic 
tures of new classmates, teachers, 
old friends, baseball and football 
practice, the basketball team leav 
ing for a game out of town and many 
other interesting story-telling pic- 
tures? 

It doesn't make any difference 
what kind of a camera you have you 
can take pictures under certain 
conditions with a dollar box camera 
that, for record purposes, are about 
as good as those made with an ex- 
pensive folding model. 

Did you ever think of taking ac- 
tion pictures with a box camera? It 
can be done. Suppose you are sitting 
!n the grandstand watching an excit- 
ing football or baseball game. You 
anticipate an exciting play— full of 
action. It the light is good and you 
are two hundred or more feet from 
the scene of action yon will get your 
picture. At that distance, of course, 
your Images will be small but an en- 



largement of the point of interest In 
the snapshot will give you a picture 
you will be proud to show to your 
friends. 

When taking action pictures with 
a box camera don't snap the picture 
while the subject is whtzsing direct- 
ly across your Jtne of vision. Always 
shoot at an angle of approximately 
45 degrees. 

For those who are not familiar 
with diaphragm openings and shut 
ter speedB let me explain that a box 
camera opened to its largest "stop," 
or lens opening, Is comparable to 
approximately Ml on a folding cam- 
era and the shutter works at ap- 
proximately 1/25 of a second. 

It you are fortunate enough to own 
a camera with a fast lens and shut- 
ter, that is a different story. Sup- 
pose, for Instance, that your camera 
has an /.6.3 or f.i 5 lens with shutter 
speeds up to 1/300 of a second. You 
are a fortunate person for you can 
get much closer to the scene of ac- 
tion. Open the diaphragm to Its 
largest aperture, set your shutter 
speed at 1/100, 1/200 or 1/300, de- 
pending on the speed of the action 
and fire away. 

In school you study and experi- 
ment to gain knowledge of your sub- 
ject. The same system applies to 
snapshooting. Study your camera 
and experiment and you will find It 
will pay you profitable dividends In 
Interesting, story-telling pictures 
that you will enjoy looking at for 
years to coma,

The new social security law is 
a reflection of the greatest single 
change that has come upon the 
American people in all their his- 
tory. 

To understand the change you 
need only try to imagine such a 
bill having been, passed a century 
ago. 

At that time, this country prob- 
ably came closer to the kind of 
social order visioned by the pro- 
phets of the revolutionary period 
than any other land proprietors — 
small farmers, small business men, 
small manufacturers, small 
traders. Political independence 
had been won in the war with 
Britain; economic independence, 
or something closely approaching 
it, had developed hand in hand 
with it. «., 

There was not a large wage- 
earning class. The average Amer- 
ican of those days was a farmer, 
master of his own acres, and pro- 
prietor of a plant which provided 
him with practically all of his 
food and most of his clothing, 
year in and year out. 

The towns were relatively small, 
and they were full of small shops, 
small stores, small business. Hard- 
ly anyone went out and got a job 
with the idea that he would be 
a job-holder all his life; the job 
was a makeshift, a time-filler un- 
til the moment when he could 
start some undertaking of his 
own. , 

Under such conditions, a social 
security bill like the one just sign- 
ed by President Roosevelt would 
have been completely useless. It 
simply was not needed, nor could 
anyone in the United States of 
that day have imagined that it 
ever would be needed. 

In the long run, under those 
conditions, a man sank or swam 
by his own efforts If he had 
energy and even a halfway decent 
break in the luck, he need not fear 
the poorhouse or the breadline. 

It is almost a waste of breath 
to remark that the America of 
1935 is not in the least like the 
America of a century ago; or it 
would be wasted, if some people 
did not still cling to the attitude 
of 1835 in appraising social legisl- 
ation like the security bill. 

The individual no longer has his 
old economic independence. Our 
great cities contain millions upon 
millions of people who are and al- 
ways will be wage-earners. With 
the best will in the world, they 
cannot be anything else. And no 
matter how industrious, frugal 
and ambitious they may be, a de-

COL. HOUSE PREDICTS WAR 



A new world war hangs in the 
balance ! 

For, whatever course the Lea- 
gue of Nations takes in its con- 
ference respecting Italy's Ethiop- 
ian campaign, the problem still 
remains the same. "Italy must 
expand or explode. Germany 
must find markets for its manu- 
facturers and new lands for its 
peoples. The world must recogn- 
ize Japan's crying need for addi- 
tional territories and raw material 
sources. These three nations must 
find their places in the sun." 

Thus is the crisis analyzed in 
this week's Liberty Magazine by 
Col. E. M. House, wartime advisor 
to President Wilson. "If England 
institutes sanctions against Italy, 
Mussolini will involve the British 
in a war. For II Duce must have 
an outlet for his imperial urge." 

"Every statesman will admit in 
private conversation that Italy 
needs new sources of raw mater- 
ials and a place to send its excess 
population" says House, "just as 
they will agree that Germany 
should have her pre-war colonies 
returned and Japan should be 
given a free rein in Asia." 

Col. House believes drastic ter- 
ritorial changes are necessary if 
peace among the great powers is 
to be maintained. "A peaceful ad- 
justment is possible," he avers, 
"But as yet there seems little in- 
clination on the part of England. 
France, the United States or Rus- 
sia to cede some of their posses- 
sions to any of these countries." 

He warns against antagonizing 
the Japanese and points out that 
the yellow races might eventually 
coalesce and form a block that 
will menace the white races. "Hit- 
ler would be kept busy for a few 
years if Germany's colonies were 
returned," Col. House states. 
*■ while Italy should not be molested 
In its Ethiopian campaign. Frus- 
tration in that quarter will lead to 
an outbreak in Europe."

Yet all over (he United States, 
at this season, there are people 
going oat in the midday sun and 
reveling In it — the great army of 
campers who hit the outdoor trail, 
rain or shine, and like it. 
Cans Make Camping Easy 

In order to meet old Sol half- 
way, as It were, it Is necessary 
for the woodsman to eat foods 
which give him strength. And it 
is for this reason that the woods- 
man takes to tin. In the handy 
tin container food is packed in a 
form concentrated for convenient 
carrying and for abundant eating. 

Everyone knows the many popu- 
lar canned foods for camping- 
such favorites as corned beef, 
bacon, beans, corn, soups, fruits, 
and the good combinations — spe- 
cialties such as chicken a la king, 
chill con came, frankfurters an I 
sauerkraut. But It is important 
to know some of the delict <>u - 
new ways to prepare canned 
foods — simple ways, that make 
camping easy fpr even the ama- 
teur cook. Here are some sugges- 
tions: 

For Fry or Broil 

Hamburger and Corn Scramble : 
Saute one medium onion which 
has been chopped In two table 
spoons of batter for a few mln-i 
Itn.

Savory Corn: Chop two large, 
cold, boiled potatoes fine and 
saute brown in two tablespoons of 
fat. Add one cup of canned corn 
and brown again. Season well 
with salt and pepper. Break in 
two whole eggs and scramble 
lightly together. Serve with 
slices of broiled bacon. This 
serves eight persons. 

Mexican Chili: Combine the 
contents of one 12'4-ounce can 
chill con came with two cups of 
thick tomato sauce. Heat thor- 
oughly. This serves six persons. 

Spanish Limas: Empty the 
contents of one No. 2 can tomatoes 
and one No. 2 can lima beans Into 
a sauce pan. Season to taste and 
stew gently for ten minutes, 
nreak eight saltines into the mix- 
ture. Season to taste. Serve at 
once. This serves eight persons. 

Pineapple Meat Cakes: Add one 
-lightly beaten egg to one pound 
of chopped round steak. Mix well, 
add one and one-fourth teaspoons 
salt and one-eighth teaspoon pep- 
per.

Six Stock Motors Conquer 
Difficulties of Rugged 
Southern Competition. 

In a 6-day ocean to ocean com- 
petition in South America, over a 
course- so severe that 37 cars out 
of 56 starters withdrew after the 
first day's run, six Chevrolets out 
of seven that entered completed 
the 4,458 kilometer course without 
serious mishap, the seventh hav- 
ing been withdrawn by the driver 
for personal reasons only. 

According to a detailed account 
of the race appearing in the cur- 
rent issue of General Motors World 
magazine of the G. M. export 
division, the route was the most 
interesting and at the same time 
the most, perilous ever mapped out 
for a race in South America. 
Numerous Difficulties 

The Argentine Pampa, the hills 
of Mendoza. the mountains of the 
Andes and the wilds of Neuquen 
and the Atlantic seaboard were 
some of the difficulties strung out 
over a route which for four-fifths 
of the distance is a succession 6f 
cart ruts, loose sand, and treach- 
erous bogs. One of the highest 
peaks in the Andes also had to be 
scaled at a height o'f 12,000 feet, 
above which stands the Christ of 
the Andes, marking the boundary 
line between Argentina and Chile. 

Many world-famous motorists 
came to the shores of Argentina 
with high hopes of showing their 
prowess. Some of them brought 
their cars, saw the Argentine 
roads and departed without even 
entering. 

Taddia Finishes Sixth 

One of the Chevrolets. manned 
by Tadeo Taddia. finished in sixth 
place. His car was a 1934 Chev- 
rolet Master, straight from the 
showroom, without the slightest 
alteration to engine, body or fit- 
tings and "with only one trip of 
"exploration" along the route. "I 
did not have to make a single re- 
placement in the whole journey," 
he said later, "and had no me- 
chanical trouble of any kind. The 
Chevrolet behaved admirably dur- 
ing the whole trip and were it not 
for the tiring effect of such a race. 
I would call it a pleasant paseo 
(excursion)." 

During the race thousands of 
Argentines read with amazement 
of a race being conducted over 
those very roads which were con- 
sidered impractical for the tour- 
ist. 

The race is over, but the far 
reaching effects remain. Argen- 
tina's great road-building scheme 
forges ahead and is followed with 
greater interest than ever. The 
exploitation of Argentina's untold 
wealth in the interior, which for 
most Argentines is stil] terra in- 
cognita, has been brought a little 
nearer because of the race.

DEBUNKING A TITLE 



In the recent New Yorker, 
Henry L. Mencken pays his re- 
spects in characteristically vigor- 
ous fashion to Abe use in the 
United States oRne title "Honor- 
able." The sage of Baltimore 
finds that no man, woman or 
child in the country has a right 
to it. The first Congress rejected 
a proposal to adopt the title as a 
designation for the President. 
There is nowhere any official 
sanction for its use. It is either 
self -acquired *or beet owed, willy- 
nilly, upon public officials, 
whether they be important or in- 
significant, by those who fawn 
■upon these "servants of the peo- 
ple." 

Yet we find the title in general 
use, applied even by otherwise dis- 
criminating people. It is granted 
with fine impartiality to the 
President and the justice of the 
peace; to the Governor and the 
most unimportant bureaucrat; to 
the United States senator and 
supervisor from Kalamazoo dis- 
trict; to the congressman and his 
secretary. Once the American 
people recognize a title, they are 
as lavish with it as Governor Ruby 
Laffon of Kentucky is with his 
colonels' commissions. 

Not so many years ago the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia was accompan- 
ied on State occasions by a veri- 
table army of "colonels". As a 
rule, these men. resplendent in 
gold braid and booted and spur- 



red as if about to mount for * 
cavalry charge, had not the re- 
motest connection with the nrtB 
tary. They were the soldiers of 
politics. They had captured the 
forces of their chief in hard- 
fought political fights. And so 
they strutted around like heroic 
defenders of something or other. 

But the "candy-colonels" were 
laughted out of countenance. 
They became extinct during the 
administration of Harry Byrd. 
Now the Governor's staff is com- 
posed of service-connected men. 
Perhaps the people of the United 
States can do with the "honor- 
ables" what the people of Virginia 
did with the "candy-colonete." At 
least, it is worth trying. — Rich- 
mond Times Dispatch.

area. It is expected that approval 
can be had within a week and 
actual construction can be begun 
as soon as plans are approved 
and workmen and materials se- 
cured. Skilled labor, according to 
the terms of the agreement, will 
be furnished by the county, the 
other labor to be provided by the 
WPA. 

In all, eight additional offices 
will be created under tho project 
as tentatively outlined.. These, it 
is understood, will be divided 
among the county agent, the 
home demonstration agent, super- 
intendent of schools and others 
having need of increased space. 

Storage Space Provided 

The county clerk's office, when 
originally built, was so construct- 
ed as to permit the erection of an 
additional floor. The new part 
will be built over the back of the 
present edifice, the front remain, 
ing as it is. An outside stairway 
will give "access to the offices, 
which will cover a space 60 by -31 
feet. Considerable storage space 
and rest rooms also have, been 
provided fbr in the plans. 

The funds to be supplied by the 
government will come in the na- 
ture of a gift to the county, there 
being no provision for their re- 
turn. The project will take its 
part as a small item in a vast 
public works program designed to 
stimulate business on a nation- 
wide scale. 

It is hoped that the building 
can be completed and made ready 
for tenancy before the beginning 
of winter.

An epidemic of hit-and-run 
fatalities, climaxed by two deaths 
witbin the past week, is engaging 
the serious attention of State 
policemen and county officers 
here in Princess Anne. Definite 
ncreases in hit-and-run accidents 
have been reported from all sec - 
tions of Tidewater Virginia within 
the past three weeks, and police 
officials are pressing investiga- 
tions in each reported case in a 
determined effort to break up the 
negligent and wanton destruction 
of human life. 

Early this week, Martin S. 
Starnes, 38, of 3200 Shore Drive, 
was fatally injured by an alleged 
hit-and-run car on • the Shore 
Drive east of Billy's Place. Sev- 
eral days previous to this, William 
Horace James, 20, of Norfolk, was 
struck by a passing automobile as 
was making repairs to the 
carburetor of his machine near 
the Little Creek viaduct. A head 
injury caused his death a day 
later. 

Arrest Is Made 

An arrest was made in the case 
of the James boy, but at a late 
hour last night there was no re- 
ported arrest of the driver of the 
car which struck Starnes. 

Other cases of a less serious 
nature have been reported during 
the course of the summer, with 
most of the drivers of the injuring 
motor cars still at large. Police 
officers have increased their vigil- 
ance of the county roads and are 
now striving to clear up any 
future cases that may come to 
their attention. 

Although numerous safety drives 
have been sponsored in recent 
yrprs to impress motorists with 
the dangers of reckless driving, 
the number of needless road fatal- 
ities has increased throughout 
Virginia at an alarming rate, kill- 
-^*ig or injuring men, women and 
1 children.

STATE GAME COMMISSION 
ASKS ASSEMBLY ACTION 



More Than 75 County Boys 
And Girls to Compete In 
Annual Contests. 



More than 75 garden and live- 
stock exhibits will be entered in 
the 4-H Club State competitions, 
to be held in Richmond during 
the week of the Virginia State 
Fair, by the members of the 
Princess Anne clubs, H. W. Ozlin, 
county agent and supervisor of 
the local units, reported this week. 
The fair will open on Monday, 
September 30. 

Last year, during the course of 
the competitions, $150 in prize 
money was secured by the 4-H 
club members of this county, and 
it is the aim of the four sectional 
groups to better that record this 
year. All members who are plan- 
ning exhibits for the event have 
been urged to get their materials 
in shape for delivery to the fair 
grounds. A truck has been secured 
to haul the produce to Richmond, 
Mr. Ozlin stated, at no cost to the 
exhibitors. 

151 Plan to Visit Fair 

Of the more than 300 4-H club 
members in the county, it is ex- 
pected that an approximate one- 
half will visit the State Pair on 
the day set aside for the 4-H con- 
tests. Last year, 120 boys and 
girls made the trip in three busses 
secured for the occasion, and pre- 
sent indications suggest a larger 
delegation for this October. Sup- 
erintendent of Schools Frank Cox 
has agreed to the day's absence 
from school without the students 
incurring any penalty for non- 
attendance. 

A meeting of the 4-H club coun- 
cil was held last night at the court 
house to map the organizations 
program for the coming fall and 
winter, and the indications are 
that the season will be a busy one 
for the future farmers of Virginia, 
all of whom are evincing unusual 
interest in the affairs of their 
club. Raymond Baton, of Pungo 
Is county president. Clubs now 
are in operation in each of the 
county's schools. 



Maximum of Five Outside 
Point Blinds Permitted Un- 
der New Proposal. . 

License fees for waterfowl 
blinds in the waters of Back Bay 
and its tributaries, in Princess 
Anne county, ranging from $10 
to $50, are proposed in a tentative 
draft of a bill which will, be pre- 
sented to the next General As- 
sembly by the Virginia Commis- 
sion of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries, it was learned here this 
week. The new bill will repeal 
the special blind license law in 
Back Bay now on the statute 
books and would add many 
amendments to the State's game 
code. 

Five Ontside Blinds 

The bill provides that no owner 
shall license more than five 
blinds during any one year on 
outside points. The number of 
inside blinds, those erected on the 
land or water of the owner when 
the shooting is entirely on the 
owner's property, shall be unlimit- 
ed as to number, according to the 
proposed bill. Inside blinds will 
carry a license fee of $10, while 
those located^ on outside points 
will carry the maximum amount. 

The game warden of the county 
will be requited to visit each and 
every blind or point and every 
club owning marsh at least twice 
during each sfadson and as often 
thereafter as is necessary to see 
that the laws are complied with. 
It shall also be his duty to visit 
each landing from which one or 
more boats leave at least once 
each season to see that the law 
as to time of leaving moorings or 
landings is observed. 

To Build Sand Fence 

The commission met in Norfolk 
last week and adopted a plan to 
apply to the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration for enlarging and ex- 
panding a sand fence from the 
State Rifle Range to the North 
Carolina line, a distance of about 
34 miles. The application for 
$10,000 for this purpose already 
has been sent to WPA, it was 
learned. The fence is needed to 
keep salt water from rushing into 
Back Bay on high tides.

Setting out in an 18-foot canoe, 
christened the "Lone Btar," James 
Oates. 21, and Steve Marchant. 
23, left Virginia Beach last Mon- 
day morning on an all-ocean 2- 
400-mile trip to New Orleans, an 
adventure never before under- 
taken in such a frail boat. The 
two boys, who served as life 
guards at the Newcastle Hotel and 
Haven Cottage, respectively, dur- 
ing the past summer, expect to 
complete their ocean jaunt in four 
or five weeks.

H. W. Phillips Proposes To 
Construct and Service 
Rural Lines. 



Electrification of the Black- 
water district, which was proposed 
several weeks ago at a meeting 
of the residents of the community, 
developed a new angle recently 
when H. W. Phillips, Jr.. of Nor- 
folk, a utilities promoter, entered 
the picture through a reputed 
offer to build, manage and ser- 
vice the new line at a minimum of 
expense to the consumers. 

Information which reached this 
office from several sources first 
proposed Mr. Phillips as an agent 
of the Federal government, under 
whose auspices the line will be 
built. This statement, however, 
was quickly denied by H. W. Ozlin 
county agricultural agent, and 
others, who insisted that Mr. 
Phillips was working merely as a 
private promoter. Other reports 
that he was working with the Vir- 
ginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany were denied at the Norfolk 
offices of the utilities organiza- 
tion. 

Contract HeM Unnecessary 

As accurately as could be learn- 
ed, Mr. Phillips first approached 
some few of the leaders of the 
electrification movement and pro- 
posed that they enter into a con- 
tract with him for the erection 
and management of the line.

When Theodore Roosevelt 
President, Booker 
called at the White House and 
found the President finishing his 
lunch. He was asked if he had 
eaten lunch and said he had, ac- 
cording to a statement issued at 
the time by the White House. He 
denied that he had eaten lunch 
with President Theodore Roose- 
velt. But democratic statesmen 
and democratic newspapers an 
over the South proclaimed that 
Theodore Roosevelt had eaten 
lunch with a "Nigger." It is now 
a matter of common knowledge in 
Washington that negro men and 
their wives attend receptions at 
the White House and mingle with 
the white guests and eat at buffet 
luncheons with the white men and 
their wives at the White House 
receptions. 

On January 3, 1935, the Kansas 
City American, a negro newspaper 
published the following from 
Washington: 

"In keeping with her statement 
made several months ago, that 
race, color, or creed would never 
enter into her scheme of social 
affairs," etc. 

Then follows a statement that 
Mrs. Roosevelt entertained at tea 
a negro woman named Coralie 
Franklin Cook. The writer asked 
over the phone if it were true that 
she had tea with Mrs. Roosevelt, 
and she answered: "Yes, why 
not?" She was told by the writer 
that the colored newspaper had 
mentioned her as a negro and she 
replied that she was a colored 
American and she was bom of 
colored American parents in Lex- 
ington, Virginia, and that she was 
only one of many colored Ameri- 
can women who had been enter- 
tained and had tea with Mrs. 
Roosevelt. She said that Mrs. 
Roosevelt made no social distinc- 
tions because of race or color and 
was a cosmopolitan woman. She 
said that Mrs. Roosevelt had en- 
tertained at luncheon the former' 
negro Congressman DePriest and 
his wife of Chicago. 

At a White House reception to 
the Judiciary, negroes and whites 
were miagled together and ate at 
the buffet luncheon on terms of 
social equality, with the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, many of the 
negroes having their wives with 
them. 

A negro, G. David Houston, 
former classmate of President 
Roosevelt, ate lunch with him at 
the White House. When Houston 
arrived at the White House he was 
received with ceremony by the 
white attendants, and after he got 
out of his automobile his photo- 
graph was taken and it appeared 
in the colored newspapers. He 
spent a long time at the table eat- 
ing with the President, perfectly 
at home. 

On Sunday. April 14, 1935, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt appeared at a 
mass meeting of more than 2,500 
negroes at the Metropolitan Afri- 
can Methodist Church in Wash- 
ington. She is shown in pictures 
surrounded by negro women, one 
of whom, Mrs. Robert McGuiie 
introduced her. 

The First Lady spoke in behalf 
of a membership campaign of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored people, an 
organization controlled by social- 
ists and communists, and which 
has been generously supported by 
communist funds. The official 
report of the Communist Party, 
4th National Convention states 
that the party had penetrated the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. Its 
supporters are largely listed as 
socialists and communists in the 
"Red Network," a book by Eliza- 
beth Dilling listing the dangerous 
organizations controlled by radical 
socialists and communists. At the 
meeting Mrs. Roosevelt was paid 
a tribute by a negro, Walter A. 
White, who came to Washington 
from New York. He dwelt upon 
her work in behalf of the Wagner- 
Costigan Anti-Lynching Bill 
pending in congress which is op- 
posed by every southern Senator 
and member as a violation of 
states rights. He is an Atlanta 
negro with an office in New York, 
and is Secretary of' the National 
Colored People, and is on the Na- 
tional Committee of the National 
Religion and Labor Foundation, 
listed In the "Red Network" as an 
organization of socialists and 
communists in 1932. 

The organization issued an 
atheist cartoon of Jesus Christ 
ridiculing Christianity and call- 
ing upon the masses to throw off 
capitalism, and Jesus Christ. 

In her speech Mrs. Roosevelt 
used the word "equality" twelve 

and 
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times and "equal" six 
told the 2,500 negroes that she 
was for the Wagner-Costigan 
Anti-Lynching BUI. She con-

American newspaper published in 
Washington says Oat she got <0O 
new members for the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored P eo ple . 

It was pahltsrwfl here and is 
much talked about that she had a 
negro women at the White House 
for two days and nights in one of 
the guest cha mb ers, and that a 
statement issued from the. White 
House said that the woman had 
taken sick and was detained at 
the White House for that reason. 
Negroes do not say that, and as 
the Emergency Hospital is but a 
block away, and there are plenty 
of automobiles to take a woman 
to her home, the White House ex- 
planation is not impressive. 

It is a cardinal principle of 
practical socialists that all social 
distinctions of race and color must 
be abolished. Mrs. Roosevelt is 
described in the "Red Network" 
as follows: 

"Socialist sympathiser and as- 
sociate. Pacifist. Non Interven- 
tion Citizen Committee (dominat- 
ed and controlled by socialists and 
communists.) 1927. Opposed to 
the Monroe Doctrine which the 
Administration has abrogated. 30 
of the 75 members of the Inter- 
vention Citizens Committee, lead- 
ng socialists or communists. Active 
member of National Consumers 
League, a socialist controlled or- 
ganization aided by the Garland 
(communist fund.) Co-worker with 
many radicals, some of whom 
have been appointed to govern- 
ment positions by her husband. 
Donated radio fees to radical 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee. Donated her services 
broadcasting over Socialists Debs 
Memorial Radio Station, etc." 

All above organizations admit 
negroes on social and racial equal- 
ity with the whites. Many other 
activities of Mrs. Roosevelt are 
mentioned in the "Red Net 
work." Up to this time she has 
made no denial or attempted to 
correct any reference to her in 
that book. 

A recent picture of Mrs. Roose- 
velt in the Washington news- 
papers show her sitting beside a 
negro woman at negro welfare 
gathering so near together that 
their bodies touched. 

Negroes and Whites In 
Departments 

Numerous negroes of promin- 
ence have been appointed to high 
salaried key positions in Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. William J. Thompkins has 
been appointed Recorder of Deeds 
of the District of Columbia. He 
is from Kansas City and owner of 
the Kansas City American, leading 
negro newspaper. He has white 
deputies and both white and 
colored clerks. His salary is $6,- 
000 a year. 

Robert Lee Vann, owner of a 
negro newspaper, the Pittsburgh 
Cdurier, in Pittsburgh, Pa., has 
been appointed to the position as 
Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General of the United States at a 
high salary. He Is provided with 
two white stenographers. There 
are 40 white women stenographers 
in the division in which he works. 
He can use any of them if needed. 
A story is told of a stenographer, 
a young lady, refusing to take 
dictation from a negro. She was 
transferred to another division. To 
have dismissed her would have 
made too good a story for the 
newspapers. 

William H. Hastie has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Solicitor for 
Department of Interior, salary 
$5,500 per annum. He is a negro 
politician and lawyer. Louis H. 
Mehlinger of Mississippi, a negro, 
has been appointed Special Assist- 
ant Attorney General of the Unit- 
ed States, salary $4,500. What 
senator from Mississippi got him 
the job? 

James Pryor, a negro, is con- 
fidential secretary to President 
Roosevelt. Robert H. Weaver, a 
negro politician, has been ap- 
pointed Special Assistant to Secre- 
tary Ickes, salary. 16,000, per an- 
num. Lawrence Oxley of North 
Carolina has been appointed a 
special assistant at a high salary 
in the Labor Department. 

Eugene Kingle Jones, a New 
York negro politician has been ap- 
pointed a Special Assistant to 
Secretary Daniel Calhoun Roper, 
Secretary of Commerce at a salary 
of $7,500 per annum. This is a 
negro League of which Mrs. Roose- 
velt is a Director. It has head- 
quarters in New York and the wife 
of our President puts herself on 
the plane of equality with this and 
other negroes in the League. The 
negro office holders above named 
are provided with white steno- 
graphers.

The summer tourist season, for 
all practical purposes, came to an 
end in a gust of rain and with a 
fanfare of Legion trumpets last 
weekend. The May days of Indian 
summer are just ahead, days when 
the beach takes on a charm and 
restful beauty not found at any

Looking back in retrospect, this 
has been an encouraging season. 
Although off to a late start, the

ing up any hour of the day or 
night with some unknown woman, 
or rather one that the country has 
little knowledge of, and at the 
most unexpected and unheard 
places. Surely the white women 
of the nation, at least those of the 
South have not shared the cordial 
comradeship which is so freely 
bestowed to and among the Ne- 
groes of the nation. Walter White 
(Negro socialist) and other Negro 
boys who ran the streets at At- 
lanta a quarter of a century ago 
seem to find special favor in the 
eyes of Madam Roosevelt, and 
seem to have little or no trouble 
in reaching her august presence at 
any time, and in being able to win 
her consideration and support for 
their pet measures, such as the 
Anti-Lynching BUI and things of 
that nature designed to put the 
women of the white race at a 
more hopeless disadvantage than 
they have yet had to endure dur- 
ing the past seventy years. 

"Mrs. Roosevelt is responsible 
for the election of Caroline ODay 
as Congresswoman of New York, 
and also for the appointment of 
Madam Perkins to the Cabinet as 
Secretary of Labor, both of whom 
have shown their strong and de- 
cided preference for Walter White 
and others of his race. We can 
quite understand a reasonable and 
even equal consideration for Wal- 
ter, but it is hard to understand 
why women of what must be the 
same race as Mrs. Roosevelt are 
utterly ignored. It is not because 
women some of them even here 
in the South would not fawn upon 
her and accept the very crumbs 
from her table they do not receive 
attention. It is not quite popular 
nor the political thing to do at the 
present tme to respect or show 
any consideration for white wo- 
men. 

"The tables have taken a sud- 
den and decided turn, and with 
the present administration, that 
is with the woman part of it, with 
the exception of the cultured and 
splendid mother of the President, 
the white women of the nation 
are placed at a decided disadvant- 
age with negro men. 

"Negro newspapers are full of 
Mrs. Roosevelt's pictures and 
notices of her addresses to their 
meetings coupled with such state- 
ments as "She waited to hear the 
address of Hon, Walter White*— 
the same little Negro who, like 
thousands of others, -ran— the 
streets of Atlanta a very short 
time ago. 

"Mrs. Roosevelt recently spoke 
under the auspices of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People— an organiza- 
tion which Communist leaders 
claim to have recently invaded. In 
reporting her speech a Negro 
newspaper prints her picture and 
says: 'First Lady Helps Get 600 
New Members.' Op the same page 
there appears another picture of a 
black man flirting with a white 
girl, accompanied with this an- 
nouncement: 'Russian students 
leaving summer school at the Uni- 
versity of Moscow . . . American 
students are getting special in- 
vitations from Russia* The obvi- 
ous inference is that Negro men 
who desire the affection of white 
women will do well to visit Mos- 
cow during the present summer. 

"About the only attention that 
Mrs. Roosevelt has given to white 
girls and women, that we can see, 
was in one of her first radio 
speeches after her husband was 
elected President, when she made 
it her business, along with other 
things she was not elected to do, 
to teach girls how to drink liquor. 
She said : "The average girl of to- 
day faces the problem of learning 
very young how much she can 
drink of such things as whiskey 
and gin and sticking to the proper 
quantity . . . Unless the parents 
have been wise and trained her 
young to judge for herself and 
decide between right and wrong, 
she Is apt to have some bitter ex- 
periences.' Two of Mrs, Roose- 
velt's children have been divorced

The past season saw Virginia 
Beach's first experiment with 
racing and with a modified form 
of pari-mutuel betting, masquer- 
ading under the title of the "op- 
tion system." Although brought 
to an end after six weeks of oper- 
ation, the Cavalier Kennel Club 
proved pretty conclusively that it 
is this type of entertainment 
which the modem vacationist 
wants, and its untimely demise 
was generally regretted. 

Night clubs report capacity 
crowds during most of the season, 
although spending within the 
clubs themselves was rather light. 
The sale of wines and champagnes 
counted on by the managements 
to swell the size of the checks, 
was not at all as anticipated, and 
most of the business was provided 
by the usual ginger ale and sel- 
tzer setups. Beer and ale, popular 
elsewhere on the Beach, were not 
much of a leader on the clubs' 
beverage lists. 

Introducing a new feature in 
night club procedure here by the 
presentation of floor shows which 
changed weekly, the Crystal Club, 
latest of the night rendezvous to 
open, in the remodeled Masury 
mansion, was a particularly pop- 
ular spot. It, the Beach Club, the 
Club Tally-Ho, the Embassy and 
the Seaside Casino furnished most 
of the night entertainment during 
the season, with the dog track, 
during the time of its operation, 
filling in the hours between din- 
ner and the opening of the clubs. 

Bathing conditions were, on the 
whole, very good. The season ends 
with a gratifying record " of no 
deaths by drowning — a record of 
which the community may be 
justly proud — brought about by 
the never-failing vigilance of the 
coast guardsmen and the private- 
ly employed life guards. Many a 
tragedy was narrowly averted by 
the efforts of these heroes of the 
surf, and to them must go the 
sincere appreciation of all who 
frequented the water under their 
observation. 

Health conditions have been re- 
ported by local physicians as bet- 
ter than usual. Barring two cases 
diagnosed as incipient infantile 
paralysis late In the season, there 
have been no threats of a serious 
nature, and even the more com- 
mon ailments have been reduced 
to a minimum. This, we believe, 
is another cause for community

"Vein of Iron." By Ellen Glas- 
go. Harcourt, Brace. 462pp. $2.50. 
A Review by Alfred Buffin Mc- 
Ewen, Instructor in English, Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 
"Vien of Iron" Is a novel con- 
ceived in the maturity of its au- 
thor and executed with the sym- 
pathy of remembered passion. The 
weakness of almost any American 
writer is one of two things. Either 
he has nothing to say and says 
it well, or he has something to say 
and says It poorly. In the first 
class we might put James Branch 
Cabell, dealer- in platitudes and 
glittering generalities; in the 
second, Theodore Dreiser, a miser- 
able mumbler of significant facts. 
Ellen Glasgow is akin to neither 
of these, and she is akin to both. 
Like Cabell, she writes with form, 
with Irony, with beauty; but un- 
like him, she translates the life 
she has seen, not the life she has 
read of , into a clothing of beauti- 
ful language. Like Dreiser she Is 
aware of sex. and the misery of 
the pinched penny; but unlike 
him she sees the pale, pure love- 
liness of poverty which is clean, 
self-respecting, shot through with 
the vein of iron which is the will 
to live, to love, and to be happy 
in spite of any odds. 

An honest effort of a vigorous 
and sensitive mind, "Vein of Iron" 
attempts to show a way of life 
which existed once in Virginia. 
The novel covers the affairs of a 
single family and its intimates for 
the period beginning with the turn 
of the century and ending with 
the depression years. It would be 
wrong to say that the novel began 
with Ada Fincastle's chasing the 
village idiot, Toby Waters, and 
crying, "Run, run, oh, what fun!" 
It would be nearer truth to say 
that it began when the first Fin- 
castles came to America and drove 
out the Indians with the scepter 
of God, since the Flncastles were 
ministers and wielded the power 
of the Lord. From old John Fin- 
castle who preached to the In- 
dians and great-great-grend- 
mother Todd who loved a Shawnee 
chief, down to her father, Ada 
Flncastle inherited strong Mood, 
the pioneer strain, the vein of 
iron which would not be denied. 
"Vein of Iron" is a penetrating 
account of how that pioneer strain 
reacted to the events of the first 
thirty years of the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

This is a novel which does not 



, In "Time's Door" a young Ital- 
ian violinist, pupil to Paganini. 
inherits a progenitor's letters. 
Through these letters ha comes to 
revere the music of Bach, and 
reflect the spirit of the age about I gradually to fall in love with 
which It is written, for an older 'Bach's daughter, Catharina, 



and stronger spirit breathes 
through its pages than any which 
we now encounter, search as we 
may. The scene of the book shifts 
from an isolated community in 
the Valley of Virginia to a small 
Tidewater city; yet the truer way 
to describe the setting may be 
found In this quotation concern- 
ing the chief character: "Wher- 
ever she went, she would carry her 
way of life with her." It seems 
that the author is telling us that 
it is not time and place that mat- 
ter in life but the character, the 
personality, of the individual. She 
is giving us again, In the grand 
way, that splendid platitude of 
Hugh Walpole's: "It Is not lite 
that matters, but the courage you 
bring to it." Certainly in Ada 
Flncastle we find a .character 
worthy of that magnificent theme. 
Unbowed by early poverty, un- 
broken by the loss of the man she 
loved and who loved her, she wait- 
ed six years to win him back, suf- 
fered great shame for him, be- 
having always in that manner 
which lifts the heart to the 
heavens, and in the middle of a 
hard life with darkness behind 
and before had the courage to say, 
"We have been happy together." 

I may not make myself clear, 
but what I am trying to say Is 
that Miss Glasgow has caught the 
fine, thin edge of a beauty which 
Is not artificial, a beauty with Its 
feet on the ground and its should- 
ers in the clouds. There are 
touches of human frailty in her 
work, as the comparison of a 
pretty girl's face to "ripe fruit," 
but what is that compared to "the 
empty hiccough of lust," "death— 
the last .extravagance of the poor" 
and "snow is cleaner in the moun- 1 
tains?" Here and there one finds 
the unforgettable phrase, the 
glowing word of a master of her 
art. And again and again one finds 
that unmistakable sense of form 
which is so rare in American let- 
ters. 

Miss Glasgow possesses a love 
of life which is undimmed in spite 
of philosophy. In writing "Vein 
of Iron" she has built a monu- 
ment to something splendid in the 
life and history of a nation — the 
character of a better breed of men 
and women than it is our fortune 
to encounter often. And there are 
so few splendid things!

The — Missourr hill 
country of today boasts devotees 
of a sport that is in many ways 
different from the hunts we know, 
and Bugle Ann was a fox-hound 
of high degree whose master went 
to the penitentiary for love of 
her. Tragedy, dignity and humor 
are here in a brief story that will 
make your hair prickle and your 
nerves tingle as surely as the 
music of the pack. 

Clarence Day's "Life with 
Father" was. an exciting affair. 
Father was something beyond our 
experience, yet entirely within our 
ken. Father knew what he want- 
ed and Father was always right. 
If he wanted ice he got it, even 
though it meant buying another 
ice chest to bring it home in, and 
routing out all the town in the 
process. If Father thought the 
boys should be musical they were 
taught music; if they didn't learn, 
the teacher must have been no 
good. Father received few set- 
backs in life, but those he received. 
unwittingly, from Mother. Oh. 
it's an amazing series of anecdotes 
that describes this personage of 
the '90's, and a rib-splitting one 
besides.

"(a) For the purpose of this 
section, an outside point blind 
shall mean a blind erected on the 
boundary of the owner to shoot 
over the adjacent publlic waters 
and an inside blind shall mean a 
blind erected on the land or water 
of the owner when the shooting 
is entirely on the owner's prop- 
erty. Each marsh owner may 
license five "outside point blinds 
and no more. Licenses for such 
blinds shall be obtained after July 
1 and on or before August 31 of 
each year. Inside bund licenses 
shall be unlimited as to number. 

"(b) One person may license 
two brush or stake bUnds and no 
more. Licenses for such blinds 
shall be obtained on and after 
September 1 and on or before 
September 30 and shall be filled 
In the order that the applications 
are received. Those who are 
licensed the year this section be- 
comes effective shall have a prior 
right to the same location each 
succeeding year, provided applica- 
tion is made on and after Septem- 
ber 1 and on or before September 
30 of each year and that the same 
does not come within five hundred 
yards of any outside licensed 
point. On and after October 1 
and on or before October 14, stake 
or brush blind licenses shall be 
sold to others. 

"(c) Mat blind licenses shall 
not be limited as to number and 
may be obtained on and after 
October 15 of each year. 

"Licensees of points on shore 
and brush or stake blinds shall 
mark the same with a stake on 
which is fastened a metal tag of 
the same number as the license 
and which shall be clearly visible. 
Outside shore points shaU be 
marked not later than August 31 
and brush or stake blind points 
not later than October 15. Failure 
to put up the markers herein re- 
quired shaU cause such points to 
be deemed unlicensed. 

"The owners of licensed blinds 
on shore may renew the licenses 
for any blind for the succeeding 
year, or license a different point 
for any subsequent year, so long 
as the total point blinds for such 
owner does not exceed five In 
number. 

"It shaU be unlawful for any 
stake or brush blind to be erected 
within five hundred yards of any 
licensed point bUnd on shore and 
for any mat blind to tie out within 
five hundred yards of any licensed 
point blind on shore or any brush 
or stake blind and this shall In- 
clude any boat or tender. It shall 
also be unlawful for the owner of 
any shore line, his employes or 
servants to tie out, anchor or per. 
mit any boat to He within a like 
distance of any mat blind or brush 
or stake blind being lawfully used 
or to tie out decoys without shoot- 
ing over the same or in any way 
interfere with the attraction of 
waterfowl to any device being 
lawfully used. 

"The Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries shall sell the lic- 
enses provided for in this section 
on written application. Applica- 
tion blanks, licenses and metal 
tags shall be supplied by said 
commission. The money derived 
from the sale of licenses shall be 
paid Into the Game Protection 
Fund. Such applications shaU be 
received by said commission with- 
in the dates prescribed for issuing 
licenses as herein provided. 

"Shooting in Lake Tecumseh 
and Red Wing Lake shall be from 
point blinds on shore only. 

"Mat blinds, decoys or other 
movable devices permitted by law 
shall be taken up at the close of 
each day's shooting and brought 
to shore. It shall be unlawful to 
leave from any landing or moor- 
ing except the one generally in 
use or to leave so as to arrive at 
the hunting uolnt more than one- 
half hour before the shooting time 
for any day commences. 

"Mufflers shall he used on 



army and Washington pressed on 
to Head of the Elk, where he join- 
ed the Continentals awaiting pas- 
sage down the Chesapeake. The 
French column, two days' march 
behind the Americans, encamped 
on the night of September 0th at 
Chester. 

Following the rout of the Brit- 
ish fleet on the evening of the 5th, 
which left the van of the English 
squadron so damaged that it 'was 
unable to continue the engage- 
ment the next day, DeOrasse held 
his fleet in sight of the enemy, 
engaging now and then in minor 
skirmishes, but unable to bring 
the entire British fleet into an- 
other engagement. 

"The fifth of September was, I 
confess, a moment of ambition for 
me," wrote Admiral Oraves at a 
later day; and well it might have 
been. Could he have gained one 
of those memorable victories over 
DeOrasse which so often grace the 
records of the British navy, the 
Yorktown campaign would have 
had a different termination. The 
secret of the British failure there 
was either the ministry's neglect 
tii immediately securing navfal 
supremacy on this coast, after De- 
Orasse sailed from France, or the 
over-confidence or carelessness of 
the admirals in command. It is 
the British naval administration 
that Is to be Charged with the 
Yorktown catastrophe. The blund- 
ers of CornwaUis and Clinton con- 
tributed only to a minor degree. 
September 1— Lafayette Check* 
Cornwallis' Retreat 

The march of the Continentals 
and French from the west bank 
of the Hudson to Yorktown must 
not obscure the activity of the 
southern army under Lafayette 
in Virginia. With Saint Simon 
encamped In the vicinity of 
Jamestown Island with his force 
of French colonials 3,000 strong, 
the youthful major-general moved 
his troops from his base on the 
Pamunky River to the same 
vicinity and ordered Oeneral 
Anthony Wayne and his Pennsy- 
lvania militia to Join forces with 
him on the south side of the 
James. This Junction was effect- 
ed without interruption, and on 
the evening of September 7th, the 
entire force, with Lafayette in 
command, took up a strong posi- 
tion across the peninsula at Wil- 
liamsburg, less than a dozen miles 
north of Yorktown. 

That night Cornwallis recon- 
noitered Lafayette's camp with a 



motor boats and made effective by 
discharging the water through the 
mufflers, or some other method.

"It shall be the duty of the 
game warden of Princess Anne 
County to visit each and every 
blind or point and every club own- 
ing marsh at least twice during 
each season and as often there- 
after as necessary to see that the 
laws are complied with and It 
shall be his duty to be in the vici- 
nity of each landing from which 
one or more boats leave once at 
least during the season to see that 
the law as to time of leaving 
moorings or landings is being ob- 
served. 

"The Commission of Game and 
Inland Fisheries shall have the 
power and authority to amend or 
alter the provisions of Una section, 
except as to license fees, by ap- 
propriate regulation." 



view to breaking through, but the 
English general appears to have 
counted the hazard too great and 
preferred to await the movements 
of the British admirals, who, he 
supposed, and was encouraged to 
believe, would sooner or later be 
able to raise DeGrasse 's blockade 
and bring him the desired relief. 
The relief, subsequent events were 
to prove, war never to arrive, and 
Cornwallis' southern campaign 
was being rapidly brought to a 
close by the activity to the north 
and west. 

The French column continued 
its march from Chester, Pa., and 
arrived at Head of the Elk. the 
beginning of navigation on the 
Chesapeake Bay, where they join- 
ed Washington and the Contin- 
entals, awaiting transportation to 
Williamsburg. In a letter to La- 
fayette, Washington expressed his 
satisfaction over the arrival of 
DeGrasse and praised the youth- 
ful military leader for his careful- 
ly prepared plans for bottling up 
the British at Yorktown. 
September t— Washington Departs 
Par Meant Vernon 

With the entire French and 
American forces encamped at 
Head of the Elk awaiting trans- 
portation down the Chesapeake, 
Washington and Rochambeau 
conferred on final plans for the 
investment of Yorktown and con- 
veyed their felicitations to De- 
Orasse upon the arrival of so 
formidable a fleet. The French 
admiral also was advised that the 
two armies would embark in two 
days for the trip down the bay 
and would, within seven days, af- 
fect a junction with Lafayette at 
Williamsburg. 

Lincoln and Vlomenil once 
again hi charge of the two armies, 
Washington and Rochambeau 
rode ahead to Baltimore, en route 
to Washington's home at Mount 
Vernon, which he had not visited 
in six years. The two generals 
arrived there on the 9th of Sept- 
ember and remained there for 
three days, when they began the 
overland journey to Williamsburg. 
De Barras, in the meantime, 
passing the English fleet unseen, 
affected a Junction with the sup- 
erior force of DeGrasse off the 
Chesapeake and added his eight 
ships of the line to the twenty- 
eight of his associate. Reinforced 
by the fleet from. Newport. De 
Grasse assumed command of the 
thirty-six ships of the line, a force 
definitely superior to anything 
England could assemble in these 
waters at that time, and awaited 
further action on the part of 
Admirals Graves and Hood. 
September 9— British Fleet Sails 
To New York 
Learning of the Junction effect- 
ed by De Barras wth DeGrasse, 
Admiral Graves turned away from 
the Chesapeake and hastened, 
with full speed ahead, to his New 
York base. The "Terrible," one 
of the best ships in English service 
on the American coast, had been 
so badly damaged in its encounter 
with the French that it was ah 
andoned by the British and sent 
to the bottom. This precipitous 
flight ended England's attempt to 
raise the Investment of Yorktown 
from the ocean and definitely set 
tied the fate of Cornwallis, cut off 
from escape by land and lacking 
the needed reinforcements and 
supplies expected to be furnished 

by the British fleet; 

ViomenU, upon advices from 
DeGrasse that transports would 
await his force at Annapolis, 
pushed ahead by land, taking the 
Bay Shore road as far as Balti- 
more and camping on the night of 
the 0th at Susquehanna Perry, 10 
miles from Head of the Elk. The 
greater part of the Continentals 
accompanied the French on the 
march to Annapolis, after word 
had been received that adequate 
transport service could not be 
supplied at Head of the Elk. 

Part of the Continental troops, 
however, embarked in light trans- 
ports and left Head of the Elk on 
their voyage to Williamsburg. 
September 10— Transports Await 
Troops at Annapolis 
The British feet hurriedly press- 
ing on to New York. DeGrasse 
was npw permitted to turn his at- 
tention to the task of moving 
the armies to Lafayette's Wil- 
liamsburg base, and transports 
were ordered to Ijead of the Elk 
and to Annapolis, there to await 
the arrival of Ihe land forces un- 
der Lincoln and Viomenil. Not 
for one minute, however, did the 
admiral relax his vigilant survey 
of the Chesapeake, ever alert and 
ready for the appearance of any 
British ship. 

Continentals and French con- 
tinued their march to Annapolis, 
swinging to the east of Baltimore 
and camping that night at Burks 
Tavern, after a march of 14 miles. 
The van of the Continental army 
continued its voyage down the 
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Chesapeake without interruption. 

Washington spent the day with 
his family at Mount Vernon, in- 
specting the plantation that he 
had not seen in more than six 
years and pointing out the beau- 
ties of the surrounding country- 
side to his distinguished guest, 
the Count Rochambeau, who had 
accompanied the American leader 
to his Virginia home. But this 
idyllic life was not to continue for 
more than a few days, and on the 
12th of September the two Gen- 
erals departed for Williamsburg. 
September ll^^Jovemor Nelson 
Arrives In Winnunsbwg 

General Thomas Nelson, Jr., of 
Yorktown. who had lately suc- 
ceeded Thomas Jefferson as Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, arrived in Wil- 
liamsburg on the 11th of Sep- 
tember with the State militia. 
"The force Is dally growing 
stronger and I flatter myself that 
we shaU soon circumscribe Lord 
CornwaUis within narrower limits 
than he has lately been accustom- 
ed to," the able general and gover- 
nor wrote to Governor Burke of 
North Carolina, adding that nec- 
essary food supplies were slow in 
arriving and urging that North 
Carolina do whatever was possible 
to relieve the fear of an insuffic- 
ient supply of food for the ap- 
proachlng Continentals and 
French. 

Part of the southern army, the 
Governor added, was stationed 
below Williamsburg and within 
eight miles of Yorktown, with the 
balance stationed a mile or two 
above the town. 

The French and American col- 
umns to the north, meantime, 
continued their march to the east 
of Baltimore, camping for the 
night 15 miles from Burk's Tavern. 
September 12 — Washington De- 
parts For Williamsburg 

Refreshed by a three day rest 
at his Mount Vernon estate. 
Washington departed for Wil- 
Ulamsburg at an early hour on the 
morning of September 12, accom- 
panied by his guest, the Count de 
Rochambeau. An overland trip, 
made on horseback, brought the 
two generals to Williamsburg on 
the Wth. where they were greeted 
by Lafayette, Governor Nelson 
and other officers in charge of the 
southern army, and there the final 
plans for the seige of Yorktown 
were perfected in the George 
Wythe House, an attractive col- 1 



onial building which was recently 
restored and which will be open to 
visitors to the Yorktown celebra- 
tion of the 154th anniversary of 
this event. 

The van of the American army, 
en route from the west bank of 
the Hudson since the 19th of Aug- 
ust, arrived near the mouth of the 
James one hundred and fifty-four 
years ago today, and made ready 
for the short trip to Williamsburg, 
which was to be reached one day 
in advance of the Commander-in- 
Chief and Rochambeau. 

Lincoln and Viomenil. com- 
manding the balance of the north- 
ern troops, went into camp twelve 
miles north of Baltimore and re- 
mained there until the 10th, when 
the transports furnished by De- 
Grasse arrived at Annapolis and 
the task of transporting the troops 
to Williamsburg was begun.

Human gullibility for old-time 
"rackets" with new frills, he says 
in the Rotarian Magazine, is tak- 
ing untold millions every year 
from an innocent public— money 
that should go into the tills of 
local merchants. According to the 
National Better Business Bureau, 
there is an annual loss from such 
operation of eight dollars for 
every man, woman and child in 
the United States. 

Bait Is Unusual Price 
Business men, for example, are 
solicited by mail to buy raincoats, 
suitcases, or similar articles. The 
bait is an unusual price if the 
prospect will gfve a letter of re- 
commendation. He may get a 
first rate article himself. But all 
his friends get copies of his re- 
commendation—and if they fall 
for the stunt, they sometimes get 
the worst kind of shoddy. 

"There is also the 'smuggled 
goods' racket," he continues. "It 
usually runs to 'oriental' rugs, 
'imported' lace, 'fur' coats, and 
so on. The salesman may be a 
'sailor,' or somebody supposedly 
just back from abroad.

Number Limitless 

"The number of rackets is al- 
most limitless. Unordered mer- 



chandise may be sent. Many char- 
ity appeals are blatant rackets. 
So are many so-called 'railroad 
magazines' and time-books, year- 
books, radio-logs, directories and 
shippers' guides. 

"The racketeers are sometimes 
so close to the border-line of 
honesty that it is impossible to 
prosecute them. They are a threat 
to all honest business. It is an 
obligation, not merely to be on 
guard against being victimized, 
but to see that others sire not 
taken in. 

"There is one safe rule," he con- 
cludes. "If everyone followed it, 
it would cover the whole case and 
scare the whole tribe of' parasitic 
racketeers. It is: "Investigate 
First."

Farm families in Virginia who 
are aided by the Resettlement 
Administration will be advanced 
funds for the purchase or lease of 
land, livestock, equipment and 
subsistence goods, according to 
Homer H. B. Mask, of Raleigh, N. 
C, Director of Rural Resettlement 
for Region IV, which is made up 
of Kentucky, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia. 

"All advances will be properly 
secured by mortgages on, real 
property, on personal property or 
on crops, and are repayable with- 
in a reasonable period," Mr. Mask 
said. 

"The Resettlement program has 
two main phases," Mr. Mask said, 
"rehabilitation, the temporary 
phase, and resettlement, the 
permanent phase. 

Families Off ReUef 

"Rehabilitation," Mr. Mask ex- 
plained, "was inherited from 
FERA, which had taken 290,000 
families under care during the 
year ending July 1. 1035. These 
families had been taken from 
direct relief, and helped to be- 
come, in part, at least, self-sup- 
porting. A farm and home pro- 
gram had been laid out for each 
such family. Agricultural exten- 
sion workers have now assumed 
joint responsibility with the Rural 
ReseHlement ■ Division for plan- 
ning and supervising this pro- 
gram, which is being continued as 
the temporary phase of the Re- 
settlement Administration activi- 
ties. 

"Resettlement deals with four 
main groups, as follows: 

"1. Farmers living on lands 
which cannot be cultivated to the 
advantage of the farm family or 
the Nation. A preliminary survey 
by the National Resources Board 
indicates that about 450.000 
farms, including 75 million acres 
of land, should be devoted to uses 
other than arable farming in 
order that both the natural and 
the human resources of the Na- 
tion may be conserved 

"2. Those among our 2« 2 mil- 
lion tenant farmers who are cap- 
able of rehabilitation. 

"3. Young married couples with 
farm experience. 

"4. The more capable and in- 
dustrious of the 'rehabilitation' 
families. 

Aha* to 
The purpos 
is not only to 



himself but to help the Nation as 
a whole by stabilizing that seg- 
ment of the Nation's population 
which has been shifting back and 
forth between country and city — 
comprising in times of depression 
a large percentage of the total of 
unemployed. 

"A good many rehabilitation 
and resettlement families will be 
placed on individual tracts. How- 
ever, a number of group settle- 
ments have also been planned, a 
few completed and occupied, and 
others are under construction. 
Projects begun under FERA and 
the Department of Interior have 
been turned over to Resettlement 
Administration. 

"It is the heart of the resettle- 
ment program to rectify many of 
the mistakes made during this na- 
tion's great, unguided rush for 
farm lands. But hot everything 
the Resettlement Administration 
is going to attempt is in correct- 
ing errors made by previous gen- 
erations. Thousands of families 
are now living in what were not 
disadvantageous locations at the 
time they were settled, but the 
economic scene has so shifted 
since the day of their settlement 
that these areas are no longer 
capable of providing a satisfactory 
living. 

"An illustration of this type of 
thing is to be found in the Ap- 
palachian and Ozark Mountains. 
At the time that the first settlers 
entered these mountains, there 
were natural resources there, upon 
which the pioneers lived, but 
which are no longer in existence. 
In the first place, these pioneers 
were not farmers in the sense that 
we think of farmers today They 
were largely hunters and trappers 
and survived on the basis of 
plentiful game and fish. Shortly 
after they settled in the moun- 
tains, the lumber Industry began, 
and for a generation, and in some 
cases two or three generations, 
they made quite a decent living. 
working in the woods and in the 
lumber mills. In a great many 
places there were coal mines, sine 
mines, copper mines And other 
mineral resources. 

Reaswees Gene 

"Now the game is gone, the 
timber is largely exhausted, the 
iron, coal, lead and zinc mines are 
In some places closed The result 



sources, is now left stranded be- 
cause the resources are gone. The 
people of this group constitute one 
type of American farm families 
that will be served in the resettle- 
ment program. During th» past 
year, approximately ll'/2 million 
acres of this so-called submarginal 
land has been optioned by the 
Federal government, with the pur- 
pose of converting this land once 
again to its highest uses and then 
assisting the population to move 
into better orientation with^other 
natural resources. 

"The second type of farm 
family which furnishes candidates 
for resettlement is the farm-ten- 
ant class. At least ten percent of 
these tenant families are poten- 
tial candidates for resettlement. 
They are, in a great many cases, 
among the best farmers of the 
nation, but they have been caught 
in an economic arrangement from 
which they cannot extricate 
themselves without assistance. 
The Resettlement Administration 
should create opportunities for In- 
dependence and security for the 
best of these tenant families. 

"The third type of client, 
young couples just starting out in 
life, had they lived three genera- 
tions ago, would have moved west- 
ward. Had they been born one 
generation earlier, they would 
probably have moved to the city 
with the great tide that was flow- 
ing in our industrial expansion. 
Now they find themselves a strand- 
ed couple, out of time, with prac- 
tically no alternative except to 
start as hired servants or tenants, 
or, in many cases, with even this 
door of opportunity closed. It is 
proposed to create a new type of 
frontier into which these young 
married farm couples can go. It 
will not be a new geographic 
frontier, but it will be a frontier 
of farm independence, made pos- 
sible by the fact that the Resettle- 
ment Administration, while mov- 
ing families off sub-marginal land 
and assisting farm-tenant families, 
or graduating them into owner- 
ship, has not overlooked the young 
couples who are also seeking to be 
farmers and who have every right 
to find their opportunity in that 
field. 

Rehabilitation Families 
"Rehabilitation families consti 
tute the fourth class from which to 
select resettlement families. These 
are now farming under the guid 
ance of the Resettlement Admin 
istration. Many of them are ex 
pected to prove their merit and 



"The resettlement program is 
an attempt on the part of an 
agency of government to create 
new opportunities in rural areas. 

"Farmers from these groups 
who desire to be accepted for this 
program should apply to the 
County Agent of the Agricultural 
Extension Service, or to the Coun- 
ty Representative of the Resettle- 
ment Administration. Those who 
have failed to qualify for aid from 
the Farm Credit Administration, 
or who are threatened with fore- 
closure and eviction, are consider- 
ed especially eligible. However, 
eligibility does not necessarily 
mean that the applicant will be 
accepted. 

"The local representative of the 
Resettlement Administration, and 
his county agricultural or home 
demonstration agent, will sit down 
with the applicant and help him 
to work out a plan for acquiring 
and operating his land. A county 
advisory committee will pass on 
the plan and determine whether 
it gives reasonable assurance of 
success. If he is accepted, the ap- 
plicant will be advanced funds 
with which to carry out the plan, 
and given such guidance as he 
needs and desires to carry the 
plan through to completion."

this impossible situation, could 
eliminate the greater part of such 
accidents by careful attention to 
the tasks of driving and by giving 
normal observation to the road in 
front of them. Instead, increased 
carelessness seems to be the order 
of the day, in spite of the con- 
stantly increasing number of 
high-powered motors capable of 
burning up the road. 

Drunken Drivers Scored 

Drunkenness, it is agreed, is re- 
sponsible for a considerable por- 
tion of the highway accidents, but 
gross indifference to the rights of 
pedestrians and to approaching 
cars is equally at fault, if not 
more so. Should such an intoler- 
able condition continue, legisla- 
tures will be called upon to pass 
more stringent laws regarding 
licensing of drivers and added 
penalties for instances of negect 
and carelessness. Present indica- 
tions are that drunken driving 
will be dealt with summarily in 
most states, several lawmaking 
bodies considering the imposition 
of piisdn sentences on those ad- 
judged guilty. 

Princess Anne county has had 
more than its share of highway 
fatalities during the past year, 
and the number of bereaved 
homes stands as mute testimony 
to the Irreparable damage done in 
a moment of inattention. Local 
motorists are urged, in the inter- 
ests of a common safety, to keep 
their eyes on the road, their hands 
on the wheel and their minds on 
the directing of the instrumental- 
ity of death which they are driv- 
ing.

Cost of the project, he said, 
which he estimated at an approxi- 
mate $500 per mile, would be 
borne by the Federal government 
as a, part of a vast nationwide 
rural electrification project. Just 
how he, as a private individual, 
meant to secure these funds never 
was made clear, but he seemed 
certain that they would be forth- 
coming upon application. He also 
promised, among other things, 
that a basic charge of $1 per 
month would be established and 
stated that separate contracts for 
use of the current, which he pro- 
posed to buy in a lump quantity 
from the Virginia Electric and 
Power Company, would be un- 
necessary. 

The plan, which has found some 
favor among a few of the district's 
leaders, is at variance with that 
worked out by Mr. Ozlin and other 
agricultural leaders of the State, 
which has been widely approved 
by those who have signified their 
desire that the Blackwater area 
be electrified. 

These plans, as outlined here 
before, call (1) for the creation 
of a local association to assume 
charge of the construction and 
maintenance of the 12 miles of 
lines, reselling to the consumers at 
a pro rata price the current pur- 
chased in a lump sum from the 
Virginia Electric and Power Com- 
pany, thereby taking advantage 
of all possible savings for the 
community; or (?i the construc- 
tion of the line>by the community 
and its further servicing by the 
utilities company at its current 
rates. It is believed much more 
satisfactory to place the respon- 
sibility for the project in the 
hands of the community's organ- 
ization itself or with the accredit- 
ed power organization operating 
In this district. Private exploita- 
tion is frowned upon as contrary 
to the best interests of the com- 
munity. 

It was pointed out that con. 
sumers would average four to the 
mile of line, 1 which would make 
the project a highly desirable one. 
In all, about twelve miles of lines 
will be constructed. 

Mr. Ozlin has written agricul- 
tural extension officials at Blacks- 
burg to investigate this latest pro- 
posal and to determine its merits. 
When this is done, he proposes 
to call another meeting of the 
residents, placing before them at 
that time the report of the ex- 
perts, which may or may not favor 
Mr. Phillips' proposition.

grade and high schools, while 
1,875 are negroes. Some slight in- 
crease is anticipated during the 
«ext week. 

While registrations have been 
increasing during each of the past 
five years, Mr. Cox pointed out, 
schools in other counties of the 
State have remained either static 
or recorded losses of varying size 
This local situation is brought 
about, he explained, by the influx 
of families into Princess Anne 
from Norfolk and other cities, a 
condition due in large part to the 
effect of the depression upon the 
city dweller and an attempt to 
avoid the abnormally high tax' 
rate of the larger community. 
Schools Not Crowded 

In spite of this annual increase, 
the superintendent stated, the 
school buildings of the county are 
not crowded, and there is ade- 
quate room for each pupil. The 
addition of instructors to the 
teaching personnel has kept pace 
with the requirements of the stud- 
ents, with the result that the in. 
divldualized instruction called for 
in the modern curricula Is obtain- 
able here to a satisfactory degree. 

Comparison of the standards 
prevailing in the Princess Anne 
schools with those of other coun- 
ty systems show that the local 
facilities are not surpassed else- 
wheie and seldom duplicated, Mr. 
Cox asserted. Although all of the 
innovations of modern teaching 
methods and the wide variety of 
student choices as to non-required 
subjects are not possible because 
of the financial limitations placed 
upon the school authorities, it Is 
Mr. Cox's belief that the student 
enrolled in the county schools is 
at no disadvantage when placed 
in competition with other gradu- 
ates of the city school systems of 
the State.

Java, and 
Argentina. Success crowned the 
efforts of the department and a 
complete reconstruction of the 
sugar industry, with yields restored 
to normal, has resulted from the 
use of resistant varitles introduced 
or bred at Arlington. The sugar 
beet Industry was likewise bene- 
fitted by the Arlington experi- 
ments. 

Loose smut on wheat causes an 
estimated lass of over 10 000 000 
bushels annually throughout the 
country. Years of work on this 
problem have resulted in the de- 
velopment of resistant or immune

Protesting the proposed con- 
struction of a fishing and amuse- 
ment pier at the Junction of 
Ocean Avenue and Seventeenth 
Street, to extend out over the 
water for a distance of some six 
hundred feet t property owners of 
the adjacent territory last Monday 
night appeared before the town 
council to seek an order changing 
the location of the project to some 
spot where it could be regarded 
as less of an eyesore and where its . 
construction would not meet the 
opposition of the property inter- 
ests. 

Vigorous Opp os i tio n 
Dr. E. H. Morrison, W. B. Rud- 
olph and C T. Whitehead led the 
opposition forces, each agreeing 
that the establishment of a fish- 
ing pier at Virginia Beach was a 
desirable tourist attraction but 
denying that the proposed loca- 
tion was a suitable one. Members 
of council, who had granted a 
permit to H. P. Etheridge. the 
promoter, several weeks ago, 
countered with the argument that 
no specific location had been 
named in the permit and that It 
was their belief that the approval 
of property owners had been se- 
cured before the permit was asked 
of council. 

After a considerable discussion, 
it was agreed that any such pier 
should be placed at Thirteenth 
Street, if property owners there 
were in agreement with its con- 
struction. It also was determined 
to place the question of the town's 
control over such a project in the 
hands of Willard Ashburn, town 
attorney, and he was requested to 
report back at the next matting 
as to his fndings. 

Adds Nothing to Beauty 
Opponents of the pier stressed 
the fact that It would add nothing 
to the beauty of the beach, since 
the anticipated cost of the project 
would not permit the construction 
of such palatial structures as exist 
in Florida and In northern resorts. 
The presence * of an ordinary 
wooden pier, therefore, it was 
argued, would be In the nature at 
an eyesore, an un pleasing sight to 
greet visitors reaching this term- 
inus of an Important transcontin- 
ental highway.

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THE PBOPOSED PIER 



If and when a fishing and 
amusement pier is built at Vir- 
ginia Beach, it will not rear its 
head in the vicinity of Sev- 
enteenth Street. 

Such was the definite and de- 
termined statement made to the 
members of the Town Council last 
Tuesday night by property owners 
of ocean front areas, who an- 
nounced that they would take 
every step possible to prevent its 
construction at this terminus of 
an important transcontinental 
highway. Feeling ran high over 
what was considered a tactical 
blunder by the councilmen in 
granting a permit for such a pro 
Ject, and, judging from the temper 
of the opponents of the pier, the 
explanation that council had not 
specifically named Seventeenth 
Street in the permit did not ease 
matters. 

However, in Justice to the mem- 
bers of the council, it must be 
stated that the granting of the 
permit was done with the under- 
standing that property owners 
were in accord with the movement 
— which they had been led to be- 
lieve — and that the pier would not 
be placed in front of any territory 
whose owners objected to its pre- 
sence. When such objections were 
voiced, the council agreed unani- 
mously that such sanctions must 
be had before a final contract 
would be entered into with the 
promoter. 

It is a source of gratification to 
the NEWS that no pier will be 
permitted to obtrude upon the 
beauty of an unbroken expanse of 
sea and sand on that part of the 
beach most popular with bathers. 
The need of adequate fishing 
facilities in Virginia Beach cannot 
be denied, but the placing of such 
a project, necessary though it may 
be, in the midst of the finest bath- 
ing facilities would be little short 
of an irreparable crime. As piles 
and fishing lines would be dan- 
gerous to swimmers, so would this 
construction serve as an eyesore 
to incoming visitors and rob the 
beach of its present beauty. 

If the residents and property 
owners of the southern end of the 
beach have no objections to the 
pier being placed in front of their 
properities, it is all right with us. 
The decision as to further action 
rests in their hands.

By requeslTlhe article reprinted 
on this page last week, entitled 
"The Negro and Social Equality 
at the White House," appears 
again in this issue of the NEWS. 
It appeared originally in the 
Rosslyn Chronicle, published in 
Rosslyn, Virginia, by an able 
Democrat. 

The article is, or ought to be, of 
Interest to every person of the 
Caucasian race and especially so 
to the Southern men and women 
of the white race. 

In these days of emotionalism 
we are told that emergencies 
that are equivalent to or on 
• par with war, we are prone to 
forget traditions and problems 
that have existed since the early 
of our colonial settlements 
which will remam with us 



When Theodore Roosevelt was 
President, Booker Washington 
called at the White House and 
found the President finishing his 
lunch. He was asked if he had 
eaten lunch and said he. had, ac- 
cording to a statement issued at 
the time by the White House. He 
denied that he had eaten lunch 
with President Theodore Roose- 
velt. But democratic statesmen 
and democratic newspapers all 
over the South proclaimed that 
Theodore Roosevelt had eaten 
lunch with a "Nigger." It is now 
a matter of common knowledge in 
Washington that negro men and 
their wives attend receptions at 
the White House and mingle with 
the white guests and eat at buffet 
luncheons with the white men and 
their wives at the White House 
receptions. 

On January 3, 1935, the Kansas 
City American, a negro newspaper 
published the following from 
Washington: 

"In keeping with her statement 
made several months ago, that 
race, color, or creed would never 
enter into her scheme of social 
affairs," etc. 

Then follows a statement that 
Mrs. Roosevelt entertained at tea 
a negro woman named Coralie 
Franklin Cook. The writer asked 
over the phone if it were true that 
she had tea with Mrs. Roosevelt 
and she answered: "Yes, why 
not?" She was told by the writer 
that the colored newspaper had 
mentioned her as a negro and she 
replied that she was a colored 
American and she was born of 
colored American parents in Lex- 
ington. Virginia, and that she was 
only one of many colored Ameri- 
can women who had been enter- 
tained and ' had tea with Mrs. 
Roosevelt. She said that Mrs. 
Roosevelt made no social distinc- 
tions because of race or color and 
was a cosmopolitan woman. She 
said that Mrs. Roosevelt had en- 
tertained at luncheon the former 
negro Congressman DePriest and 
his wife of Chicago. 

At a White House reception to 
the Judiciary; negroes and whites 
were mingled together and ate at 
the buffet luncheon on terms of 
social equality, with the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, many of the 
negroes having their wives with 
them. 

A negro, Q, David Houston, 
former classmate of President 
Roosevelt, ate lunch with him at 
the White House. When Houston 
arrived at the White House he was 
received with ceremony by the 
white attendants, and after he got 
out of his automobile his photo- 
graph was taken and it appeared 
in the colored newspapers. He 
spent a long time at the table eat- 
ing with the President, perfectly 
at home. 

On Sunday, April 14, 1935, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt appeared at a 
mass meeting of more than 2.500 
negroes at the Metropolitan Afri- 
can Methodist Church in Wash- 
ington. She is shown in pictures 
surrounded by negro women, one 
of whom, Mrs. Robert McOuire 
introduced her. 

The First Lady spoke in behalf 
of a membership campaign of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, an 
organization controlled by social- 
ists and communists, and which 
has been generously supported by 
communist funds. The official 
report of the Communist Party, 
4th National Convention states 
that the party had penetrated the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People. Its 
supporters are largely listed as 
socialists and communists in the 
"Red Network." a book by Elisa- 
beth Dilling listing the dangerous 
organisations controlled by radical 
socialists and communists. At the 
meeting Mrs. Roosevelt was paid 
a tribute by a negro. Walter A. 
White, who came to Washington 
from New York. He dwelt upon 
her work in behalf of the Wagner- 
Costigan Anti-Lynching Bill 
pending in congress which is op- 
posed by every southern Senator 
and member as a violation of 
states rights. He is an Atlanta 
negro with an office in New York, 
and is Secretary of the National 



Religion and Labor Foundation, 
listed in the "Red Network" as an 
organization of socialists and 
communists in 1932. 

The organization issued an 
atheist cartoon of Jesus Christ 
ridiculing Christianity and call- 
ing upon the masses to throw off 
capitalism, and Jesus Christ. 

In her- speech Mrs. Roosevelt 
used the word "eq ual ity" twelve 
times and "equal" six times, and 
told the 2,500 negroes that she 
was for the Wagner-Costigan 
Anti-Lynching Bill.. She con- 
cluded by telling the negroes to 
work for equality of recognition 
and to use their franchise to ob- 
tain what they wish and to make 
sure that they knew the persons 
for whom to vote. The Afro- 
American newspaper published in 
Washington says that she got 600 
new members for the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People. 

It was published here and is 
much talked about that she had a 
negro women at the White House 
for two days and nights in one of 
the guest chambers, and that a 
statement issued from the White 
House said that the woman had 
taken sick and was detained at 
the White House for that reason. 
Negroes do not say that, and as 
the Emergency Hospital is but a 
block away, and there are plenty 
cf automobiles to take a woman 
to her home, the Wbite House ex- 
planation is not impressive. 

It is a cardinal principle of 
practical socialists that all social 
distinctions of race and color must 
be abolished. Mrs. Roosevelt is 
described in the "Red Network" 
as follows: 

"Socialist sympathizer and as- 
sociate. Pacifist. Non Interven- 
tion Citizen Committee (dominat- 
ed and controlled by socialists and 
communists.) 1927. Opposed to 
the Monroe Doctrine which the 
Administration has abrogated. 36 
of the 75 members of the Inter 
vention Citizens Committee, lead- 
ng socialists or communists. Active 
member of National Consumers 
League, a socialist controlled or- 
ganization aided by the Garland 
(communist fund.) Co-worker with 
many radicals, some of whom 
have been appointed to govern- 
ment positions by her husband. 
Donated radio fees to radical 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee. Donated her services 
broadcasting over Socialists Debs 
Memorial Radio Station, etc." 

All above organizations admit 
negroes on social and racial equal- 
ity with the whites. Many other 
activities of Mrs. Roosevelt are 
mentioned in the "Red Net 
work." Up to this time she has 
made no denial or attempted to 
correct any reference to her in 
that book. 

A recent picture of Mrs. Roose- 
velt in the Washington news- 
papers show her sitting beside a 
negro woman at negro welfare 
gathering so near together that 
their bodies touched. 

Negroes and Whites In 
Departments 

Numerous negroes of promin- 
ence have been appointed to high 
salaried key positions in Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. William J. Thompkins has 
been appointed Recorder of Deeds 
of the District of Columbia: He 
is from Kansas City and owner of 
the Kansas City American, leading 
negro newspaper. He has white 
deputies and both white and 
colored clerks. His salary is $6.- 
000 a year. 

Robert Lee Vann, owner of a 
negro newspaper, the Pittsburgh 
Courier, in Pittsburgh, Pa., has 
been appointed to the position as 
Special Assistant to the Attorney 
General of the United States at a 
high salary. He is provided with 
two white stenographers. There 
are 40 white women stenographers 
in the division in which he works. 
He can use -any of them if needed. 
A story is told of a stenographer, 
a young lady, refusing to take 
dictation from a negro. She was 
transferred to another division. To 
have dismissed her would have 
made too good a story for the 
newspapers. 

William H. Hastie has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Solicitor for 
Department of Interior, salary 
$5,500 per annum. He is a negro 
politician and lawyer. Louis H 
Mehlinger of Mississippi, a negro, 
has been appointed Special Assist- 
ant Attorney General of the Unit- 
ed States, salary $4,500. What 
senator from Mississippi got him 
the Job? 

James Pryor, a negro, is con- 
fidential secretary to President 
Roosevelt. Robert H. Weaver, a 
negro politician, has been ap- 
pointed Special Assistant to Secre- 
tary Ickes, salary, 99,000, per an- 
num. Lawrence Oxley of North 
Carolina has been appointed a 
special assistant at a high salary 
in the Labor Department. 

Eugene Single Jones, a New 
York negro politician has been ap- 



pointed a Special Assistant to 
Secretary Daniel Calhoun Roper, 
Secretary of Commerce at a salary 
of $7,500 per annum. This is a 
negro League of which Mrs. Roose- 
velt is a Director. It has head- 
quarters in New York and the wife 
of our President puts herself on 
the plane of equality with this and 
other negroes in the League. The 
negro office holders above named 
are provided with white steno- 
graphers. 



A group of cultured women in 
Atlanta, Georgia, have organized

torial "The Woman in the White 
House," we publish in full. The 
Woman's National Association for 
the Preservation of the White 
Race should be organized in every 
city and county in America. 
"The Woman In The White Home" 

"By Mrs. J. E. Andrews 
"(From Georgia Woman's World 
Atlanta, Georgia, July 19, 1935). 

"We've had many 'First Ladies' 
of the Nation, by comparison, 
never such a one as we have at 
present; and in our opinion, not 
one who has ever graced the 
White House during all the past 
years suffers any by comparison 
with the woman who is supposed 
to preside at the present time in 
the White House of the Nation. 

"Surely no other roamed the 
country at will as this one, turn- 
ing up any hour of the day or 
night with some unknown woman, 
or rather one that the country has 
little knowledge of. and at the 
most unexpected and unheard 
places. Surely the white women 
of the nation, at least those of the 
South have not shared the cordial 
comradeship which is so freely 
bestowed to and among the Ne- 
groes of the nation. Walter White 
(Negro socialist) and other Negro 
boys who ran the streets at At- 
lanta a quarter of a century ago 
seem to find special favor in the 
eyes of Madam Roosevelt, and 
seem to have little or no trouble 
in reaching her august presence at 
any time, and in being able to win 
her consideration and support for 
their pet measures, such as the 
Anti-Lynching Bill and things of 
that nature designed to put the 
women of the white race at a 
more hopeless disadvantage than 
they have yet had to endure dur- 
ing the past seventy years. 

"Mrs. Roosevelt is responsible 
for the election of Caroline O'Day 
as Congresswoman of New York, 
and also for the appointment of 
Madam Perkins to the Cabinet as 
Secretary of Labor, both of whom 
have shown their strong and de- 
cided preference for Walter White 
and others of his race. We can 
quite understand a reasonable and 
even equal consideration for Wal- 
ter, but it is hard to understand 
why women of what must be the 
same race as Mrs. Roosevelt are 
utterly ignored. , It is not because 
women some of them even here 
in the South would not fawn upon 
her and accept the very crumbs 
from her table they do not receive 
attention. It is not quite popular 
nor the political thing to do at the 
present tme to respect or show 
any consideration for white wo- 
men. 

"The tables have taken a sud- 
derKand decided turn, and with 
the present administration, that 
is with the woman part of it, with 
the exception of the cultured and 
splendid mother of the President, 
the white women of the nation 
are placed at a decided disadvant- 
age with negro men. 

"Negro newspapers are full of 
Mrs. Roosevelt's pictures and 
notices of her addresses to their 
meetings coupled with such state- 
ments as "She waited to hear the 
address of Hon. Walter White*— 
the same little Negro who, like 
thousands of others, ran the 
streets of Atlanta a very short 
time ago. 

"Mrs. Roosevelt recently spoke 
under the auspices of the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People — an organiza- 
tion which Communist leaders 
claim to have recently invaded. In 
reporting her speech a Negro 
newspaper prints her picture and 
says: 'First Lady Helps Get 600 
New Members.' On the same page 
there appears another picture of a 
black man flirting with a white 
girl, accompanied with this an 
nouncement : 'Russian students 
leaving summer school at the Uni- 
versity of Moscow . . . American 
students are getting special in- 
vitations from Russia.' The obvi- 
ous inference is that Negro men 
who desire the affection of white 
women will do well to visit Mos- 
cow during the present summer. 

"About the only attention that 
Mrs. Roosevelt has given to white 
girls and women, that we can see, 
was in one of her first radio 
speeches after her husband was 
elected President, when she made 
it her business, along with other 
things she was not elected to do. 



to teach girls how to drink liquor. 
She said: The average girl of to- 
day faces the problem of learning 
very young how much she can 
drink of such things as whiskey 
and gin and sticking to the proper 
quantity . . . Unless the parents 
have been wise and trained her 
young to Judge for herself and 
decide between right and wrong, 
she is apt to have some bitter ex- 
periences,' Two of Mrs. Roose- 
velt's children have been divorced 
re-married since she entered 
the White House. She is America's 
First Lady to be a cigarette smok- 
er. Democratic Party, or no party, 
the mothers of this nation should 
rise en masse to do some White 
House cleaning. One more di- 
vorce, more or less, would not 
matter much with the disgusting 
and sickening corruption that en- 
tered the White House with 
Eleanor Roosevelt and her child- 
ren. 

"The white women of the nation 
are in sympathy with the rights of 
colored citizens, but they see no 
reason why white women who 
have been elevated to exalted posi- 
tions should entirely ignore the 
reasonable and inalienable rights 
of the white race."

HISTORICAL PROPHECY 



Unusually interesting is the 
prophecy of the great English 
historian Macaulay, written to an 
American in 1857, and found the 
other day in Annapolis. 

Macaulay wasn't optimistic 
about American prospects. He 
foresaw that New England would 
become as thickly settled as old 
England, and "hundreds of thou- 
sands of artisans" would some- 
time be out of work. He doubted 
the ability of our democratic form 
of government to scope with un- 
employment and popular discon- 
tent. America would be plunder- 
ed by the barbarians as was anci- 
ent Rome, he said, but the plund- 
erers would be those of our own 
household. "It is plain that your 
government will never be able to 
restrain a distressed and discon- 
tented majority. For with you the 
majority is the government, and 
has the rich, who are always the 
minority absolutely at its mercy. 

The warning was shrewd, but 
it happens that so far, at least, 
the needy majority has done less 
"plundering" here than in Eng- 
land. Even now there is pretty 
strong resistance among our-mid- 
dle classes, and even our working 
classes, to forcible "share-the- 
wealth" efforts. Most of our people 
still hope to Improve their lot. 
There are flurries and envy and 
impulses to confiscate, but they 
die down with business improve- 
ment. 

Whether Macaulay's prophecy 
shall be fulfilled in this country, 
or in this generation, probably de- 
pends on the* fairness and sport- 
ing spirit with which those who 
have wealth deal with those who 
have not.

PROFESSORS, TAKE HEED 

We had despaired of the pos- 
sibility that ' Governor Eugene 
Talmadge of Georgia would make 
any campaign utterance which 
would catch the ear of the coun- 
try. His tirades against the New 
Deal were not the stuff of which 
adroit politics or good reading is 
made. 

It appears, however, that we 
didn't know our man. Recently, 
the Governor stepped out with a 
statement of great significance. 
It was an assault on the New Deal 
from a different angle. The can- 
didate for Mr. Roosevelt's shoes 
may be sure it was read and duly 
considered. 

"If the Democrats nominate me 
for President next year," Mr. 
Talmadge announced, "I'm going 
to have advisers who never went 
beyond the eighth grade— no col- 
lege professors'' 

That makes the Governor's 
position perfectly clear. He is pro- 
ceeding on the assumption that 
there are more eighth-grade 
voters in the United States than 
there are college professors. And. 
no doubt he is perfectly right. 
Professors are comparatively 
scarce. Besides, they are disposed, 
in the main, to be a retiring lot 
who take little Interest in prac- 
tical politics of the Talmadge 
sort. 

However, we are inclined to 
think that the professors need not 
fear that they will be banned from 
the governmental life of the coun- 
try. They probably will remain 
at least on an equal footing with 
those whose academic opportun- 
ities have been less favorable. The 
Governor of Georgia is playing 
eighth-grade politics, which Is not 
likely to fool even the first- 
graders. — Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch.

Like a vicious old reformer who 
throws aside his coat and thrusts 
his dogma down the throats of his 
listeners whether they like it or 
no, those who abode in the edi- 
torial sanctums went to work. 
Calm reading of the denunciations 
at this time, filled with their 
petty thunderings at innocent 
amusements, is as interesting as 
it is instructive. More, it is often 
downright funny. 

The incident would have been 
dismissed as trivial — as Richmond 
laughed when these same papers 
attempted the role of the wet- 
nurse in the capitol city's prison 
problem about the same time — 
but for the fact that amusements 
constitute Virginia Beach's sole 
industry. Not conscious of any 
grave violation of the law, those 
interested in the logical develop- 
ment of this resort (which means 
the satisfaction of the summer 
tourist) found that such unwar- 
ranted — we use the word advised- 
ly — interference did more than 
any other combination of factors 
to deter business and to remove 
the promise of success which 
seemed certain at the beginning 
of the season. Virginia Beach, as 
we have observed before, makes no 
pretense of being a church camp- 
meeting ground, but it is far from 
the Sodom and Gomorra that its 
critics would make it in the eyes 
of the world. 



It has been contended all sum- 
mer that, if criticism must be in- 
dulged in, the territory of Norfolk 
City is much more fertile ground 
that Virginia Beach and Rich- 
mond combined. The mere men- 
tion of East Main Street is dis- 
tasteful to the citizens of Norfolk, 
a condition worse by far than any 
type of amusement which coaxes 
idle pennies and nickels from the 
vacationist. Yet, we have heard 
no word of protest from these 
same agencies which take such 
delight in exposing the follies of 
Virginia Beach. 

The numbers' racket, occasion- 
ally the subject of an editorial, 
continues unabated; bookmakers 
flourish everywhere (It was, in- 
deed, Norfolk bookmakers who in- 
vaded the Cavalier dog track when 
the option system closed); illegal 
drinking joints and gaming places 
are reported In full blast, and, as 
a last little touch to a picture 
which is not without its ironic 
side, alleged petty racketers fight 
out their feuds on "the principal 
street of the city. 

We do not mention these in- 
stances of lawlessness with any 
sense of superiority or with any 
idea of causing pain to the good 
citizens of Norfolk, many of whom 
are among the Beach's staunch- 
est supporters, for they give evid- 
ence of a situation which is ab- 
horred by men and women every- 
where. We do. however, take this 
means of pointing out that there 
is plenty of housecleaning to be 
done in Norfolk if any newspaper 
feels the evangelistic urge. Ocean 
View, after all, was not entirely 
free of the same so-called evils 
which this summer afflicted Vir- 
ginia Beach.

A nation's chief asset is the 
character of its citizens.

The recent mobilization of the 
American Navy in the Pacific, 
followed by extended maneuvers 
of the army in war practice games 
at an expense of many millions of 
dollars, has impressed our citizens 
with the strength of our armed 
forces. Other far larger armies 
are mobilizing today throughout 
Europe, Asia and Africa. 

But the greatest forces of civil- 
ization are not military and naval. 
They are moral and spiritual. In 
this hour of world crisis, the 
urgent call is for the mobilization 
and effective expression of those 
forces that make for peace, good- 
will and service to all mankind. 

This mobilization and expres- 
sion of spiritual forces is called 
for on Loyalty Days when "All 
citizens are cordially invited and 
all church members confidently 
expected in church and syna- 
gogue.'.'

A basis for the ever-normal 
granary, under which farmers 
may-reseive-sh«rW1me "credit on 
stored farm products to relieve 
them of forced marketing, and at 
the same time to provide adequate 
reserves of agricultural commodi- 
ties to protect consumers from 
shortage, is incorporated in the 
amendments to the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act. 

Under this plan, in bumper crop 
years, the Government would 
make loans at low rates of inter- 
est on -farm products that could 
be stored by farmers and there- 
fore would be definitely off the 
market and Would not depress 
prices. If, in the next year, sup- 
plies were smaller and prices were 
higher, farmers could pay off the 
loans and sell the stored: com- 
modities. If prices stayed low, 
they might elect not to repay the 
loans but instead to let the Gov- 
ernment take title to the pledged 
commodities. 

The amendments allow the Ad- 
justment Administration to use 
some of the proceeds of processing 
taxes to take title to Ure- stored 
commodities, to arrange with pro- 
ducers to make adjustments off- 
setting the surplus, and to receive 
the stored commodities in pay- 
ment for such adjustments. This 
the surplus would be absorbed, 
and at the same time consumers 
would be protected from any pos- 
sible shortage, as the stored com- 
modity would guarantee adequate 
consumption reserves. 

Such arrangements with pro- 
ducers must be voluntary, the

8 lbs. ground raw beef 

2f oz. chopped onions 

2 a/ 4 oz. salt 

2 qts. soft bread crumbs 

54 cups mashed banana 

4 tsps. dry mustard 

16 strips (about 1 lb.) bacon 

1 tsps. pepper 

Mix meat, onion, salt, pepper, 
bread crumbs and mashed banana 
together. Add mustard which has 
been moistened with enough water 
to make a paste. Form mixture 
into flat loaves in greased baking 
pans or place In greased loaf pans. 
Cover with strips of bacon. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350° F.) 
about 1 hour. If bacon is not 
used add V B th the amount of salt 
In recipe.

The Council approved a plan 
whereby the various 4-H Clubs in 
the County would sponsor a move- 
ment that has been adopted by 
the Virginia State Poultry Federa- 
tion to curb poultry stealing in the 
county. The plan calls for the 
clubs to sell outfits to farmers and 
poultry producers with which each 
bird win be given a tattoo mark 
that will be registered with the 
sheriff in this and adjoining 
counties and with the State police. 
Bach farm that buys an outfit will 
be given a different mark or num- 
ber. The outfit is kept in perfect 
condition for ten years by the 
Company selling same for the in- 
itial cost of $6.25 each. It is ex- 
pected that a large number of 
farmers will take advantage of 
this method of curbing poultry 
thievery as a large number of 
chickens and turkeys are stolen 
annually in the county. 

The Council set November 23 
as the date for our annual Ach- 
ievement Day and decided on a 
program similar to one put on last 
year, which consisted of a stunt 
or playlet put on by each club in 
(he county, one outstanding 
speaker, and exhibits by each club 
member in the county and the 
awarding of prizes and honors 
won during the year.

{Continued From Pate One) 
strains in thirteen varieties. 

It was found that there are two 
loose smuts of barley instead of 
one as previously supposed. Ordin- 
ary treatments control the loose 
black smut, but brown loose smut 
requires the laborious modified 
hot water seed treatment to con- 
trol it. 

Methods of Cesrtrst 

A few years ago toe nematode 
disease is practcally extinct at the 
so bad in certain sections of Vir- 
ginia that a quarantine was pro- 
posed. Methods of control were 
worked out at Arlington which 
have been so successful that the 
disease is practically extint at the 
present tone. 

Since 1886 more than 10.000 
samples of soybean varieties have 
been brought into this country 
from Japan. Korea, Siberia, Man- 
churia, India, the East Indies 
and China. After three years work 
with selected strains those giving 
the best results are grown again 
under careful observation and test 
conditions. Varieties that ap- 
pear promising are made available 
for general use and distribution 
to localities to which they are 
adapted. 

The acreage of soybeans for 
seed, hay, pasture, ensilage and 
green manure have now passed 
the 5.006,600 mark and of the 
varieties being grown more than 
90 per Cent are the result of the 
breeding and selection work car- 
ried on at Arlington. 

Grass For Golf Coarse 

Before the World War the golf 
clubs throughout the country de- 
pended entirely on German-grown 
grasses for golf greens. Scientists 
of the division of forage crops and 
diseases of the bureau of plant 
industry undertook studies which 
resulted in the development of 
strains of the bent grass so vital 
to good golf greens, which were 
superior to the German strains. 
They also developed an entirely 
new method of planting bent grass 
with stolons instead of seed. 

The experimentation work in 
herb culture, in the prevention of 
dust explosions, in "the preserva- 
tion of food products, floor color- 
ing, highway materials and struc- 
tures even includes studies 
of the effect of the length of the 
day on the maturity of plants, the 
nicotene content of tobacco, hp- 
brid corn, ornamentals and many 
other items. Visitors are welcomed 
at the Farm.

Other objections to the placing 
of the pier at Seventeenth Street 
were focussed on the popularity 
of the stretch of sand as a batti- 
ng place. Piles and fishing lines 
would act as potential dangers to 
the batoers, it was pointed out, 
without serving in any way as a 
town asset. It further was argued 
that such a structure would de- 
press realty values in its immedi- 
ate section. 
Asks Praptrty Owners, Approval 

The general consensus of opin- 
ion was that property owners 
should have been consulted before 
the permit was granted. Those 
owning property in the vicinity of 
the proposed structure were in 
agreement that visitors wished 
first to see an unbroken expanse 
of ocean, and fiey expressed a 
determination to see that nothing 
interfered with that vista from 
the Seventeenth Street approach. 
With this view the majority of the 
councilmen were in agreement. 

The comparative cheapness of 
the proposed pier was vigorously 
scored. If a half -million dollars 
or more would be expended on a 
really beautiful structure. Dr. 
Morrison and his group asserted, 
their argument would not be un- 
favorable. Other opponents to 
the scheme asked that council be 
given assurances that the pier, 
when and if it was begun, would 
be completed according to speci- 
fications. Some doubt was ex- 
pressed that the project would go 
through, tod objection was voiced 
to the unsightliness of a half- 
finished structure. 

New Proposal Offered 

C. T. Whitehead, who advocated 
a fishing pier at Thirteenth 
Street, presented a performance 
bond to the council and stated 
that he would contract to build 
a suitable fishing pier. 600 feet in 
length, there if Mr. Etheridge was 
unable to go through with his per- 
mit. He further stated that he 
would guarantee to have materials 
on the ground four months after 
the permit was granted and the 
pier finished wthin the year. 

Council retorted that since a 
permit had already been granted 
to Mr. Etheridge they would en- 
tertain no further proposals if he 
would agree to Mr. Whitehead's 
provisions. This Mr. Etheridge 
promised to do. 

Sets Precedent 

Warning the counciKhat a pre- 
cedent would be established by 
such action. Mr. Ashburn urged 
that the town consider carefully 
the consequences of such a step. 
Admitting that the promoter of 
such a project would be opening 
himself to considerable financial 
risk, he proposed that the town 
grant whatever cooperation lay 
within Its province, adding that a 
definite control should be exer- 
cised over the amusements on the 
pier by the town officers and, If 
possible, some return be secured 
from its activity. 

What, if any, control the town 
might have over a structure built 
largely on government property— 
the water beyond the low tide 
mark— and what, type of final 
contract should be entered into 
with the promoters of a pier will 
be investigated by Mr. Ashburn, 
at the town's request, during^ the 
next two weeks, when he will re- 
port back on his findings to the 
council.

To Williamsburg: Leave Nor- 
folk by the Norfolk-Newport News 
Ferry, on largest ferry boat In the 
east, or by Portsmouth and the 
James River Bridge, longest high r 
way bridge in the world, or by 
Berkley and Norfolk-Portsmouth- 
Nansemond Bridges (Kings High- 
way Route). Follow U. S. 60 to 
Williamsburg, colonial capital of 
Virginia, where the oldest church 
in the United States in point of 
continuous service, the oldest col- 
lege building and many other 
points of Interest are located. The 
town is now being restored to its 
colonial splendor by John D. 
Rockefeller. Jr. Return over same 
route to Newport News, visiting 
one of the world's largest ship- 
yards, and follow U. S. 60 through 
Hampton, visiting the Soldiers 
Home and Hampton Normal 
School, to Old Point Comfort. 
Visit picturesque Fortress Monroe 
and the sumptuous New Chamber- 
lin Hotel. Return to Norfolk over 
the Willoughby-Old Point Ferry, 
crossing the site of the battle of 
the Merrimac and Monitor. This 
entire trip may be made in six 
to seven hours and covers about 
100 miles. 

To Yorktown: Follow above 
route to Morrison and turn right 
there on Route 17. The historic 
Nelson House, the first custom 
house in the United States, the 
battlefield and the monument 
may be seen there. 

To Jamestown: Follow route to 
Williamsburg suggested above and 
turn left on Route 31 to James- 
town, site of the first permanent 
English settlement in the United 
States, where the ruins of the old- 
est church in the United States?

To Smithfield and Surry: Use 
the Berkley and Norfolk-Ports- 
mouth Ferry and the Nansemond 
and Crittenden bridges of the 
James River Bridge Company to 
Smithfield. St. Luke's, Just south 
of Smithfield, is the oldest church 
now standing In the United States, 
and at Bacon's Castle, between 
Smithfield and Surry, is one of 
the most interesting early colonial 
houses in Virginia. The Rolfe 
House, home of the son of Poca- 
hontas, Is two miles east of Surry. 
Brandon and Claremont, historic 
James River estates, are farther 
up. this road.

in the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corporation, which in- 
sures the members' shares 
against loss up to $5,000. have 
been submitted by the local as- 
sociation. When these technical 
applications are granted, this 
newest building 'corporation to be 
launched at Virginia Beach will 
be well under way. 

Several Repayment Plans 

Although there are several plans 
under which money may be bor- 
rowed and repaid, that believed to 
be most popular calls for the re- 
payment of monthly installments 
of $10 for each $1000 borrowed. 
Interest and principal are in- 
cluded In such monthly sums, and 
the loan is retired in approximate- 
ly eleven and one-half years. To 
spread further the financial bur- 
den of the home, the association 
is prepared to accept tax and in- 
surance payments In twelve equal 
installments, paying these items 
at the end of the year. 

According to Mr. Terry, there 
are three types of share plans for 
those who wish to save money 
through the medium of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Federal Savings and 
Loan Association.

The Oceana commercial depart- 
ment, installed this session after 
a lapse of several years, will enroll 
more than fifty students for the 
two-year course, the superintend- 
ent continued. The type of in- 
struction offered to the pupils is 
of sufficient scope to train them 
for the assumption of responsible 
duties In toe business world, and 
toe course is hailed as a boon to 
many who find the continuation 
of educational activity impossible 
because of family finances.

The Days Before Yorktown

The Virginia Beach Fire depart- 
ment was called out twice within 
twenty-four hours over last week- 
end. The first call was made early 
Sunday morning when the Terry 
cottage at twenty-sixth street and 
Atlantic Boulevard caught fire 
from • a defective flue. The fire 
was quickly extinguished but the 
property, which is an apartment 
house, sustained damages amount- 
ing to about $1,000 which was 
mostly due to water and chemi- 
cals.

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September 13 — Washington En 
Route to Williamsburg 

Refreshed by their brief three - 
day visit to Mount Vernon- 
Washington's first visit to his Vir- 
ginia estates in more than six 
years— the Commander-in-Chief 
and his distinguished guest, the 
Count de Rochambeau. bid fare- 
Well to the assembled company on 
the morning of October 12 and re- 
sumed their overland journey to 
Williamsburg and Lafayette's 
headquarters where they were to 
arrive late in the afternoon of the 
14th. 

Lafayette and his staff, mean- 
time, rejoicing over the defeat of 
the British navy by DeOrasse's 
fleet, were securely entrenched in 
the vicinity of Williamsburg 
awaiting the arrival of the Ameri- 
can and French columns from the 
north. Led by derteralTJhcdln 
and Viomenil, these troops were 
encamped north of Baltimore, 
awaiting word from Annapolis of 
the arrival of the transports or- 
dered by Washington to carry 
the armies down the Chesapeake 
to a landing on the James near 
Williamsburg. 

Writing to David James, Lieut- 
enant-Governor of Virginia, in an 
urgent request for food supplies, 
Governor Thomas Nelson, Jr., in 
camp at Williamsburg with the 
Virginia militia, makes this plea: 
"There is at present a scarcity of 
salt In the camp, and from the 
great consumption of fresh meat 
a large quantity will be required. 



which all the chiefs and officers 
were present. 

The French and American col- 
umns, encamped north of Balti- 
more, continued their prepara- 
tions for embarkation down the 
Chesapeake, awaiting word from 
Annapolis that the French trans- 
ports, dispatched by the Admiral 
DeGrasse, had arrived. 

The food situation at the Wil- 
liamsburg camp because increas- 
ingy serious, and Governor 
Thomas Nelson. Jr.. dispatched 
urgent requests for additional 
supplies to the Virginia. North 
Carolina and Maryland agents, 
demanding that stringent steps be 
taken, if necessary, to secure the 
needed quantities of wheat and 
meat. The rum supply, too, was 
diminlshng rapidly and consider- 
able apprehension was felt lest It 
should not be replenished. 

September 15— Washington Begins 
Preparation of Yorktown Cam- 
paign Plan. 

After congratulating the young 
French marquis and American 
major-general upon the masterly 
strategy which drove the British 
army into its predicament at 
Yorktown, Washington hastened 
the concentration of his strength 
and began the organization of his 
allied forces In the order of march 
and battle preparation to the ad- 
vance from Williamsburg to York- 
town. Preliminary plans thus 
were drawn ap. and the American 
leaders awaited the arrival of the 
two columns from the north. 

Cornwallis now saw the danger 
of his situation. Being without 
transports, his only chance of 
escape was by a hurried and secret 
march into North Carolina and 
thence overland to his former 
base at Charleston, South Caro- 
lina. Lafayette, however, had 
anticipated such a movement on 
the part of the British and had 
forestalled it by drawing tighter 
his lines across the peninsula. 
Faced by such a near-hopeless sit- 
uation. Cornwallis had nothing to

September 14— Washington 
rives to Williamsburg 

Washington and Rochambeau, 
completing their overland joumey 
from Mount Vernon, arrived in 
Lafayette's headquarters at Wil- 
liamsburg on the afternoon of 
September 14, between 4 and 5 
o'clock. As the Commander-in- 
Chief and the French general ap- 
proached the camp, the entire 
body of troops turned out on their 
parades, a salute of 21 guns was 
fired and the Revolutionary lead- 
ers were escorted to Lafayette's 
tent, where he paid his respects 
to his immediate commanders. 
Later that night, the Marquis de 
Saint Simon, commanding the 
i newly-arrived French forces, gave 
entertainment, at 
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encampment and await develop- 
ments. 

September 16 — Northern Army 
Resumes March 

Advices from the French fleet 
that transports were en route to 
Annapolis were received at the 
camp of Generals Lincoln and 
Viomenil, and the allied French 
and American columns resumed 
their march on the morning of 
September 16, after a rest of three 
days, and drew up that night at 
Spurien's Tavern, after marching 
sixteen miles east of Baltimore. 
Once at Annapolis, they were to 
embark for Williamsburg, where 
a junction with the troops of La- 
fayette and the Marquis de St. 
Simon was to be effected for the 
combined assault on Yo r kt own. 

Continuing bis urgent pleas to 
Lieutenant Jameson for addition- 
al food supplies, Governor Thomas 
Nelson, Jr., of Virginia, gave the 
following information on the 
movements of DeOrasse: "The 
Count DeGrasse has returned and 
has Increased Ida fleet with two 



British frigates. While he was in 
chase of the enemy fleet, the 
Rhode Island fleet, under de Bar- 
ras, fortunately got In. This lat- 
ter has brought upwards of 600 
land forces and many implements 
for a siege. NO movement has yet 
been made by our army. It is 
said that the enemy are out as 
high as the Half -Way house in 
force this morning." 

Three thousand troops of the 
Continental army, the van of that 
making Its way to Yorktown from 
the west bank of the Hudson 
River, arrived at the mouth of the 
James and began the short jour- 
ney to Williamsburg. 

September 17— Hrst Continental 
Troops Arrive In Williamsburg 

Tlw^vart'of the Continental 
army, more than 3,000 strong, 
completed the journey of more 
than 400 miles from the camp at 
West Pont on the west bank of 
the Hudson, and arrived in Wil- 
liamsburg on the 17th of Septem- 
ber. Ajunction was immediately 
effected with the troops under the 
command of Lafayette and St. 
Simon, and elaborate preparations 
for the siege of Yorktown were 
begun. 

The balance of the Continental 
forces and those of the French 
arrived at Cloathes, after an 18 
mile march from Spurien's Tav- 
ern, and went into camp 8 miles 
from Annapolis, where transports 
a waited, to take the soldiers down 
the Chesapeake to Williamsburg. 

Washington, accompanied by 
Rochambeau, Chastellux, Knox 
and Duportail, embarked aboard 
the Queen Charlotte and set out 
for La Ville de Paris, flagship of 
the fleet under the command of 
DeOrasse. lying in Lynnhaven Bay 
off Cape Henry. They did not ar- 
rive until the next day. however, 
because of unfavorable winds 
which considerably impeded the 
progress of their trip. Once ar- 
rived, they laid the plans which 
were to result in the final con- 
quest of Cornwallis and his British 
troops. 

September 18— A Day on Board 
With DeGrasse 

It will be recalled that DeGrasse 
impatient of delay because of his 
engagements in the West Indies 
for the middle of October, was 
urgent to have Lafayette unite in 
an attack on the British position 
without waiting for the forces of 
Washington and Rochambeau. 
The young Frenchman, unwilling 
to hazard such an attempt, op- 
posed the wish of DeGrasse with 
so much tact that he warded off 
action until the allied forces were 
so near that the undertaking 
might be considered unwise In 
more senses than one. 

Washington, DeGrasse. and 
Rochambeau-, .in their conference 
aboard La Ville de Paris on Sept- 
ember 18th, agreed that the at- 
tack upon Cornwallis would be 
made as soon as the last of the 
American and French troops were 
on the ground. 

While awaiting the coming up 
of the rear of the marching col- 
umn, information was received of 
the arrival of Lord Dlgby at New 
York, with six ships of the line, as 
an addition to the naval strength 
of Graves, making, the latter's 
force nearly equal to the French. 
As this might encourage fresh at- 
tempt on the TarT of Ofaves to 
relieve Cornwallis In his desperate 
strait, DeGrass proposed to put to 
sea in search of Graves, should he 
make this attempt, leaving a few 
frigates in the bay to hold the 
James and York rivers. 

Washington, fearful of a super- 
ior force slipping In and relieving 
Cornwallis, while the French 
squadron was absent, used all his 
power of argument to persuade 
DeGrasse to desist. 

The American and French col 
umns reached Annapolis, after an 
8 mile march from Cloathes. The 
transportation urged by Washing- 
ton from the French fleet had ar- 
rived and was In time for prompt 
use. 

September 19— Annies Encamped 
At Annapolis 

The long overland voyage from 
the west bank of the Hudson now 
completed, the American and 
French columns remained in camp 
on the 19th of September, making 



OLD PLANTATION 
RUINSCLEARED 

MannsfieM Farm Was Out of 
Most Pretentious Estates 
hi Tidewater. 



The National Park Service has 
just completed a survey of the 
buildings on the estate known as 
Mannsfield Farm (later known as 
Chestnut Grove). Situated on the 
Tidewater Trail, two miles south 
of Fredericksburg, on the prop- 
erty of Mr. R. A. James, this was 
one of the most pretentious plant- 
ations in this locality. It is. how- 
ever, not to be confused with 
Mannsfield Hall Country Club 
which is one mile further south. 
Built by Mann Page in the later 
half of the eighteenth century, it 
is reported to have been destroyed 
at the close of the War Between 
the States. Its nearest counterpart 
and rival in architectural grand- 
eur was Mount Airy. Today, shorn 
of the accumulated debris of time 
and undergrowth, it stands open 
to the public through the courtesy 
of Mr. James. Its broad, curved 1 
stone-flagged passageways remain 
unharmed through almost a hun- 
dred years of isolation, as a 
monument to the integrity of the 
builders of that day. 

Much Hardware Found 

Thirty-odd members from the 
Veterans CCC camp at Bloody 
Angle have for almost two months 
been excavating here under the 
direction of Stuart Barnette, Park 
Service Architect. During this 
operation over one hundred dif- 
ferent kinds of early American 
hardware have been taken out 
and identified. Included in this 
collection are sections from iron 
firebacks, decorative cast-iron 
fireplace frames and screens, iron 
fire-dogs, huge crude locks (one 
measuring over a foot in length), 
keys, butterfly hinges, strap 
hinges "H" and "HL" hinges, 
doorknobs, garden implements, 
tools, stable and kitchen equip- 
ment. The fireplace back, being 
pure Georgian in design, may 
quite possibly have been the work 
of one of the Adam brothers (pro- 
bably Robert) who were respon- 
sible for the Introduction of a 
very fine style of Georgian archi- 
tecture. The less pretentious of 
the cast iron screens is a replica 
of another screen which, it is re- 
ported, was intended for the 
White House but which now 
adorns a fireplace at Brompton. 
All these pieces, as well as several 



of pieces of 
ery taken from the ruins, ma; 
seen any day on the estate in 
of the outbuildings. 

The huge stone foundations 
layout of the old house is 
open for public inspection. In- 
tact are the passageways, the 
stone vaulted winecellar, chimney 
foundations, and a section of the 
stone steps between the cellar and 
the first floor. To the rear of 
the building are the remains of a 
flight of stone steps leading down 
to the river and a stone arched 
spring.

Washington and his staff, after 
spending a day aboard La Ville de 
Paris with DeGrasse, began the re- 
turn voyage to Williamsburg on 
the Queen Charlotte. Contrary 
winds springing up, the party did 
not arrive at Lafayette's head- 
quarters until the 22nd, where 
they were greeted with the news 
that the allied armies had em- 
barked on the day previously for 
Williamsburg from Annapolis. 

With the arrival of this large 
force from the north, all was in 
readiness for the siege of York- 
town.

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TEXAS TO OPEN 
CENTENNIAL 
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The old brass cannon of Gon- 
zales, which fired the first shot 
of the Texas Revolution a hund- 
red years ago, will roar defiance 
again October 2 to usher in the 
celebration of the Tekas Centen- 
nial. ' « J 

The state-wide observance of 
the one-hundredth anniversary 
of Texas independence will con- 
sist of a number of celebrations 
at historic shrines of the state, 
commencing at Gonzales, and 
climaxed by the $15,000,000 Texas 
Centennial Exposition In Dallas 
from June to November, 1930. 

Because Texans first took up 
arms at Gonzales in defense of 
their liberty, this charming little 
South Texas town is known as the 
"Lexington of the Lone Star 
State." 

When war appeared imminent 
between Texas and Mexico in 
1835, the Mexican government de- 
manded that the citizens of Gon- 
zales surrender a six pounder brass 
cannon which had been given to 
them for defense against the In- 
' dians. The cannon was practical- 
ly worthless having been spiked 
and the spike bored out, leaving 
a touch hole as big as a silver dol- 
lar. The demand for the gun was 
merely an excuse to start hostili- 
ties. 

Mexican dragoons attempted to 
capture the gun and the town. 
Texans from far and wide had 
rallied in Gonzales and hoisted 
the first flag of the Texas Revolu- 
tion, a crude white banner inscrib- 
ed "Come and take it." The old 
cannon was loaded to the muzzle 
with pot legs and scrap iron and 
turned loose on the foe. The 
Texans charged and the Mexicans 
fled leaving their dead and 
wounded behind them. Not a 
single Texan was harmed. Five 
months later Texas declared her 
independence. 

These stirring scenes will be re- 
enacted at Gonzales October 2 in 
a celebration which will last a 
whole week. The battle will be 
refought with soldiers of the na- 
tional guard representing the 
Texas and Mexican armies. 

San Antonio, Houston, Nacog- 
doches and Huntsville all plan 
similar historic observances pre- 
paratory to the opening of the 
Texas Centennial Exposition at 
Dallas June 0. 



Attend some church and Sun- 
day School this Sunday. 
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Plans to expedite the rural re- 
habilitation program in Virginia 
whereby farm families are being 
taken off relief rolls and helped 
to economic independence were 
announced this week by the Re- 
settlement Administration. Homer 
H. B. Mask, of Raleigh, N. C. Reg- 
ional JMrector. Rural Res ettle- , 
ment. also made public new re- 
gulations to govern extension of 
rehabilitation loans. 

Farm families now on relief 
rolls, or farm families which have 
exhausted credit sources in an at- 
tempt to keep off relief, are elig- 
ible to apply for rehabilitation 
loans. Families will be selected 
on the basis of experience, char- 
acter and ability to conduct farm- 
ing operations. 

To Provide Employment 

"The purpose of these rehabili- 
tation loans," said Mr. Mask, "is 
to provide employment and to as- 
sist farm families in making then- 
own way. We are extending loans 
to families which satisfy the Re- 
settlement Administration of their 
desire and ability to become self- 
supporting if given small assis- 
tance in the form of a loan with 
which to carry on farming opera- 
tions. Funds which the Resettle- 
ment Administration is advancing 
must be repaid." 

In Region IV, comprising the 
states of Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Virginia, and 
West Virginia. 19 359 farm families 
are now receiving such aid through 
the rehabilitation program form- 
ulated last year by the Federal 
Emergency Relief Administration. 
Families accepted under the past 
program have been transferred to 
the Resettlement Administration, 
and will continue to receive loans 
in accordance with previous agree- 
ments. 

Additional Bids Considered 

Additional applications for re- 
habilitation loans are now being 
considered. Careful investigations 
are made of each applicant's as- 




sets and record before action is 
taken on the application. 

"The nature of this program," 
Mr. Mask said, "demands close at- 
tention to each family's problem. 
It is hoped that the extension of 
a loan will make it possible for 
these families to become self-sup- 
port i n g . In each county the far m 
and home demonstration agents 
are available to work out a sound 
management plan which will of- 
fer the best opportunity for profit. 
Loans will be extended only after 
all details covering the investment 
of money, and a plan of repay- 
ment, have been worked out." ' 

If their individual farm plans 
require it. farmers will be fin- 
anced with loans to purchase 
farm tools, livestock, feed, fertil- 
izer, building material, and other 
needed equipment. When neces- 
sary, loans may also be utilized 
for the payment of land rent, 
farm labor and breeding fees, as 
well as for needed food and cloth- 
ing. 

"We are not going to extend 
loans to help families try to make 
a living on submarginal land," Mr. 
Mask emphasized. "Good farm- 
land is the first requisite in carry- 
ing out a practical farm opera- 
tion such as these rehabilitation 
plans constitute." 

Rehabilitation loans will be ex- 
tended for terms probably ranging 
from two to five years. Five per- 
cent interest will be charged. 
Amortization plans in general will 
provide for retirement of the prin- 
cipal in two to five equal install- 
ments.

Better than any faithful report 
of Russian travels, which may be 
too faithful for vision, better than 
any volume of undeniable statis- 
tics, which may be too undeniable 
for breadth of view, is "Russia 
Laughs," this book of forty-nine 
little humorous prose sketches. 
Mikhail Zostchenko is reputedly 
the only Russian writer who can 
say the things he does and escape 
the gloved hand of Soviet censor- 
ship. The same qualities that en-- 
able him to go unscathed in his 
native land should carry him, 
conversely, through the barriers of 
national convention which sur- 
round American minds. 

Zostchenko is in many ways the 
Ring.Lardner of Russia. Writing 
In the language of the people, as 
it were in their lives and hearts, 
he achieves a sympathy and a 
wistfulness and at the same time 
a biting satire that is not so much 
directed at this stumbling popu- 
lace as at something abstract 
which rules their lives. 

There was Bylinkin, who was 
asked by his lady-love: "Vassya, 
what do you think the nightin- 
gale sings?" 

To which he replied: "Her belly 
is empty. That's why she sings." 
But, the author continues, "On- 
ly a litUe later on. when somewhat 
acquainted with the psychology of 
the young lady, Bylinkin answered 
in a more detailed and hazy man- 
ner, he supposed the bird sang of 
some beautiful future life." 
See? 

Though Zostchenko's medium is 
Soviet Russia and a great deal of 
his satire involves its institutions, 
his tone and his characters are 
not fundamentally so far removed 
from those of the pre-Revolution- 
ary writers. It is all there, the 
dirt and squalor and stupidity and 
pinch-penny poverty and bureau- 
cratic helplessness of something 
that appears to him as the eter- 
nal petit bourgeois spirit, to us 
as something more d e g r ad ed but 
Just as easily recognisable. 

The Soviet regime, however, 
looming up in his line of fire, does 
not escape his subtle marksman- 
ship. Most of the sarcasm to In 
a delicate understatement and a 
mimicry which might almost be 
mistaken for slavish ad h ere nc e to 
the chorus. Per Distance, a Ger- 
rented some rooms like all 



When he departed, he left behind 
for his Russian landlord "a whole 
heap of foreign goods . . . almost 
two pairs of drawers. And a 
sweater that was almost not torn." 

Again he writes of how his 
landlady yielded to continued 
pressure and put in the electric 
current which was to flood Soviet 
Russia with light, only to take it 
out again when she found how 
dirty everything looked with the 
bright light on it.. "I have no 
money to spend on redecoration," 
she said. 

In another sketch, a man gets 
on a crowded train with an old 
woman. The woman is carrying 
heavy bundles, and he orders her 
about in a loud-voice. Now, this 
is against the labor code— against 
the regulations governing rela- 
tion with- a servant. The people 
on the car begin grumbling. "Isn't 
it time to teach him not to order 
a servant about and yefU at her?" 
Finally one citizen reproaches the 
man for his flagrant violation of 
the NIP. 

"How do you know this isn't my 
mother?" the man replies. 

The grumblers are embarrassed. 
"We didn't know she was your 
esteemed mother . . . Accept our 
apologies." 

But there are many more tales 
of a less controversial cast. One, 
for instance, tells of a man who 
had been called to court. When 
he was long returning, his rela- 
tives decided he had been done 
away with and "liquidated" his 
property so that the widow might 
have the cash for her immediate 
use. But it seems the man had 
only been sent for as a witness. 
When he returned home to find 
his furniture all gone, he did not 
get excited. "It's really excellent", 
he said, "that you've sold every- 
thing . . . without property life's 
much easier and more peaceful." 
After a little fox trot, the author 
relates, the relatives returned to 
their homes. 

Apparently this is a glimpse of 
nature as confined to the Russian 
species* And it Is whimsies like 
these that help us to understand. 
If there were more books like this 
one, and more people read them, 
the war spirit which battens on 
mass incomprehension would find 
itself sadly undernourished.

They were landed 
later that evening at Cape Henry. 

In the disabled craft, other than 
the owner and Mr. Braithwaite, 
were O. M. Atwater, Jr., Frank 
Herz and Miss Elise R. Birkel. 
None was reported the worse for 
their experience. 

Braithwaite, who was awarded 
a cup by the Cavalier Hotel for 
his accomplishment, launched his 
board, together with the other two 
contestants, about 7 o'clock in the 
morning. The fog was heavy and, 
although the tide was high at the 
ante of the launching, the ebb was 
apparent before the boards had 
traversed one mile of water. 
Braithwaite pulled away from his 
companions, choosing a northerly 
route, from which he bore down 
upon the goal. His accomplish 
ment marks him as the first man 
ever to reach Cape Charles from 
Cape Henry under his own power,

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The All-Southern States Chiro- 
practic convention in 1938 will be 
held at the Cavalier Betel, it was 
learned this week.

Dr. Bybee, who announced the 
selection of the Cavalier Hotel, 
said that no date has been set as 
yet for the convention, but that 
it probably would be held some 
time in June. The convention win 
bring about 1,280 delegates to the 
Beach, and will last for three 
days.

Bybee was placed on the commit 
tee to decide upon the place of 
the next convention. He was noti- 
fied by the chairman of the com 
mittee this week that it had de- 
cided to meet at Virginia Beach.

HIGHWAY FUNDS

town council agreed to send a 
committee of three, headed by Mr. 
Smith and named by him, to the 
Fredericksburg meeting. If pos- 
sible. Attorney Willard Ashburn 
will accompany the party. 

It was pointed out that this 
highway ruling is similar to that 
which controls the profit distribu 
tion from ABC stores In the state. 
Although last year's report shows 
that the local store recorded a 
profit Of $41,000, on the basis of 
population, a mere $763 was re 
turned to the town as its share 
of the profits. Bristol, on the 
other hand, without a liquor store, 
was given a $3,000 slice of the 
returns. It is hoped that this in- 
equality will find a champion 
before the League of Virginia 
Municipalities and that a re- 
solution aiming at a more equit 
able distribution of the profits will 
be sent on to the legislature. 

Postofflce Location Debated 

The question as to the proper 
location for the new postofflce 
also occupied the attention of the 
council. Popular sentiment, it was 
noted, particularly among the 
business interests of the town, 
favor the placing of the new Fed- 
eral building in the immediate 
vicinity of Seventeenth Street, 
where 85 per cent of the local 
business, barring hotel activity, is 
conducted. Edwin Hardy and 
William Rudolph, leaders of the 
movement, informed council that 
the postal inspector was In Vir 
ginia Beach this week to look over 
all available sites and that action 
could be expected in the near fu- 
ture. 

Some sentiment for the placing 
of the building on or near Thir 
tieth Street has developed, but it 
was pointed out that such a move 
would be a serious detriment to 
businesses already established on 
or near Seventeenth Street. 

Informed that the postoffice de- 
partment would welcome popular 
expressions as to the most desir- 
able location, council approved a 
resolution, directed to Postmaster 
Ashburn, that the building be 
located in the vicinity of Seven 
teenth Street. The motion, made 
by Russell Land, was supported 
by all council members with the 
exception of Stanley Smith, Jr. 

A bill, totalling $75, for street 
decorations used during the 
American Legion convention was 
ordered paid. 

A resolution of sympathy upon 
the death of former Mayor Barco 
was ordered sent to the bereaved 
family. 

Needed repairs to Holly Road, 
from 31st Street to the Princess 
Anne Country Club, will be made 
in the near future, the highway 
committee informed a delegation 
of citizens. 

A new sidewalk, to replace the 
damaged one which constitutes a 
danger to pedestrians, will be laid 
on Sixteenth Street. 

Fire plugs and street lamps for 
Linkhorn Park were requested by 
citleens residing in the area, and 
will be installed soon.

and the other speakers, who in- 
eluded Carl H. Bolting, Commis- 
sioner of Game and Inland Fish- 
eries for Virginia; Richard D. 
Armstrong, State Commissioner of 
Fisheries; Dr. M. D-Arcy Mages, 
vice-president of the Isaac Walton 
League of America; Alfred Tyler, 
president of the State chapter of 
the league, and Braden Vandeven- 
ter, chairman of the State Com- 
mission on Conservation and De- 
velopment. The afternoon and 
evening sessions were regarded as 
among the most successful ever 
sponsored by the Norfolk chapter. 

Dr. Magee congratulated the 
Norfolk chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League for work it is doing 
in trying to rid Hampton Roads 
and Chesapeake Bay of pollution. 

"The realization that 60.000 
acres of your fine oyster grounds 
have been condemned because of 
pollution should arouse every man 
and woman and child In the State 
to join the ranks of those who are 
fighting to rid your waters of this 
menace," he said. 

Mr. Vandeventer said the Com- 
mission an Conservation and De- 
velopment is so closely allied with 
the Waltonians that they are 
working side by side for the same 
purposes. « 

"We are right now trying to in- 
crease our tourist trade in Virginia 
and we can accomplish that only 
by conserving what we have," he 
said. 

Mr. Nolting declared President 
Roosevelt Is one of the greatest 
conservationists in the United 
States. 

"By proclamation, the President 
has set aside 30,000 acres in Au- 
gusta County as a game refuge," 
he said. 

He praised the work of the CCC 
declaring it had responded in 
every Instance when called upon 
to help In conserving both food 
and property. 

Mr. Armstrong said the teach- 
ing of conservation and the love 
of wild Iffe should be made a part 
of the curriculum of the public 
school system of Virginia. 

He said that, so far as he knew, 
there is not a single book in the 
public schools which explains to 
the youths of the 1 State the habits 
of various animals and creatures 
of the sea. 

"I have many children write me 
asking where the crab goes in the 
winter, and other things pertain- 
ing to game and water life," he 
said. 

"One of the best motives we can 
make for conservation is to teach 
our children to know animals, fish 
and fowl and other things in the 
world." 

He said the Izaak Walton Lea- 
gue was the most powerful and in- 
fluential organization in the 
country enlisted in conservation 
work. 

Mr. Tyler declared that the 
Charles City Chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League had presented the 
high school three books on wild 
life which are proving popular 
with the students. He said, too, 
that he considered the question of 
pollution the most important one 
facing the people of Virginia. He 
expressed the hope that at the 
next session of the General As- 
sembly something will be done 
that will inaugurate a real cam- 
paign to rid Virginia of filth that 
threatens the destruction of its 
seafood. 

Moving Pictures Shown 

Charles E. Jackson, acting com- 
missioner of the U. S. Bureau of 
Fisheries, who was scheduled to 
make a speech, elected to show 
moving pictures of wild life in 
Alaska, which proved both inter- 
esting and educational. 

At a meeting of the State or- 
ganization held in the afternoon, 
resolutions were adopted pledging 
its support to the movement in- 
augurated by the Norfolk chapter 
for the elimination of pollution in 
Hampton Roads and Chesapeake 
Bay. The support of the State 
body also was pledged to Repre- 
sentative Mansfield, of Texas, who 
has introduced in Congress a mea- 
sure to give the Federal Govern- 
ment control of all waters so that 
the question of ridding streams of 
pollution win become a national 
Instead of simply a State problem.

Illustrated Lecture On Bird, 
Animal Life Set For Saturday 

Dr. Harry Oberhober, Noted Biologist, Will Address School 
Children and Local Sportsmen on Conservation at Prin- 
cess Anne School. 



Dr. Harry C. Oberholser, senior 
biologist of the U. S. Biological 
Survey, with headquarters in 
Washington, will give an illustrat- 
ed lecture on the Conservation of 
Wild Life at the Princess Anne 
Courthouse School this coming 
Saturday afternoon at 3:00 o'clock 
and again at 7:30 o'clock that 
evening at the same place. 

Dr. Oberholser is assistant cura- 
tor of the Smithsonian Institution, 
a member of the Wildlife Con- 
servation Society, the Omitholo-' 
gical Union of America, the Izaak 
Walton League, the AudUfton 
Society and many other groups 
interested in the conservation of 
our wild game and bird life. He 
has spent the greater part of his 
career in the study of wildlife and 
he is considered an expert on bird 
migration. His work has taken 
him into every state in the Union 



and into many parts of Canada. 

Children of the public schools 
of the county and local sportsmen 
will be interested in the informa- 
tion which Dr. Oberholser will 
utilize in his lectures. Recent re- 
gulations concerning the killing 
of ducks will be explained, and 
reasons for the restrictive regula- 
tions recently adopted will be con- 
sidered. At the conclusion of the 
lectures, the speaker will answer 
any questions that the audience 
might wish to ask. 

The lectures are free and no 
collection will be taken at either 
meeting. Everyone interested in 
a phase of life which has long 
been one of/Princess Anne's great- 
est industries is cordially invited 
to attend.

Church, caused by the departure 
of F. H. Greene for Florida, at a 
meeting of the group held in the 
Rectory last Tuesday night.

Closing of the transient bureaus 
in the larger cities of the state 
win result in the establishment of 
a new transient labor camp at the 
Rifle Range, in Virginia Beach. M. 
S. Birtchard, State Transient Dir- 
ector, announced this week. The 
new camp, to be opened in the 
next few days, will bring into this 
area another 250 or 300 men, in- 
creasing the personnel of the 
camp to an approximate 600. 

Following a conference with 
Brigadier-general S. Gardner 
Waller, State Adjutant-general, 
the facilities of the Rifle Range- 
cookhouses, YMCA and officers' 
quarters— were placed at the dis- 
posal of the unit, Mr. Birtchard 
stated. It is planned to install 
'heating facilities in some of the 
cookhouses in order that they 
might be used as barracks. Rooms 
in the YMCA building, it also was 
learned, are to be utilized as living 
accommodations. 

To Pursue Control Work 

The coordinated camp, under 
the supervision of C. F. Anderson, 
who is now using the regimental 
headquarters as his office, will be 
utilized to carry through a two- 
fold plan. At the present, chief 
emphasis will be laid upon the 
malaria mosquito control work in 
the county, which will be under 
the direct supervision of R. H. 
Baillio. public health representa- 
tive in this area. Later, improve- 
ments will be made to the physical 
equipment of the Rifle Range, in- 
cluding permanent concrete tent- 
floors, an officers' club and im- 
provements on the firing range. 

Malarial District Surveyed 

The malarial district of Princess 
Anne county has been determined 
as beginning at a point in Virginia 
Beach and thence along the coast 
to the southern terminal of the 
county. The mosquito found else- 
where in the county has been 
classified as of the pest variety, 
an annoying insect fully able to 
sting, but without the potential 
death-dealing power of his first 
cousin.

Financially. Princess Anne 
county is in considerably better 
shape than last year and far 
ahead of many of the State's 
counties, the approved audit of 
Treasurer Sidney Kellam's state- 
ment revealed this week. Express- 
ing himself as pleased with the 
condition existing here, T. Mc- 
Carthy Downs, State Auditor, ac- 
cepted the report of Jackson, 
Goodman and Company, Certified 
Public Accountants, of Norfolk, 
and praised the efficiency of the 
local treasurer's office. 

Although the report shows cer- 
tain items of expenditure ad- 
vanced over the preceding fiscal 
year, which ended la£t June 30. 
such advances are accounted for 
largely by a series of legislative 
actions over which county officers 
had no control. Other marked de- 
creases, such as a reduction of 
$25,516.76 in future debt require- 
ments — due in large part to the 
retirement of $16,000 in long term 
indebtedness — contributed to an 
improved financial position. 

Total Receipts 

Total receipts for the fiscal 
year are $408,264.55, including 
$142,443.36 from current taxes and 
$24,986.30 from delinquent taxes. 
Land redemptions produced $35.- 
101.34. From the Commonwealth. 
$1,597.4"3 was returned in capita- 
tion taxes and $45,793.47 was al- 
lotted to the school fund. Mothers' 
aid and other funds into which 
State money is placed furnished 
another $909.12. 

Uncollected county taxes in- 
creased $65.4086,9 during the year, 
bring the total to the stupendous

Calling attention to unsani*ary 
conditions existing in ths Princess 
Anne jail on the occasion of his 
last visit. Dr. Roy K. Flannagan, 
assistant State health commis- 
sioner, this v eek submitted his re- 
port to the local board of super- 
visors, requesting that the sub- 
standard conditions be remedied. 
His letter, addressed to George 
Dawley. follows: 

Dr. Flannagan's Letter 

"At my last visit to the jail the 
following conditions were found 
that needed attention in order to 
bring it up to lawful require- 
ments: 

•Jail very untidy— hammocks 
very dirty and should be replaced 
by bunks or cots. 

"I trust these matters have 
since been attended to. 

Urges More Bed Clothing 

."The fall season is approaching 
when it is necessary to provide 
more bed clothing at the Jail. It 
has been my observation 'that 
many jailers delay this matter too 
long, and so in order to be reason- 
ably comfortable at night the pri- 
soners strip the slips from their 
mattresses and use them as cover. 
thus doing away with the pur- 
poses for which the slip covers 
were provided, namely, sanitary 
protection both of the prisoners 
and the mattresses. In most jails 
of the Commonwealth the records 
show that the overturn of prison- 
ers has been greater than in form- 
er years.

Establish Records 

If Virginia Beach and the sur- 
rounding territory boasts of a 
champion woodcutter, he failed to 
show up at the cutting contest 
held last Friday morning in front 
of Snapp's Hardware Company.

The September meeting of the 
county's board of supervisors, held 
last Monday, although marred by 
frequent outbursts of ill-humor 
between the contending factions,

of bills designed to advance the 
interests of the county's citizens 
despite the opposition of Messrs. 

On all 
motions, save that to adjourn, 
there was constant contention, 
with the supervisors regularly lin- 
ing up on a 2-2 vote, which was 
regularly broken by Milton James, 
the chairman. 

Hudgins Leads Opposition 

Federal activity in the county 
and the county's assumption of a 
small part of the cost of the pro- 
jects proved the chief bones of 
contention. Replying to a request 
from Mrs. Peters, supervisor of 
women's relief work in this area, 
for sufficient fuel to keep warm 
the three sewing rooms now exist- 
ing in the county and working on 
clothing for the needy children, 
Mr. Hudgins brusquely asked the 
elimination of the two such pro- 
jects operating in his district- 
that at Davis Corner and Mew 
Light— urging that all relief mea- 
sures be dispensed with until mid- 
winter. 

Plenty of work was to be had if 
the men would work, he asserted, 
{adding that those on relief would 
have nothing to do with any local 
jobs so long as they could be 
maintained on relief projects. 

FERA Purposes Outlined 

It was explained to Mr. Hudgins 
and the other members of the 
board by Mrs. Peters, Mrs. Ewell 
and Mr. Mitchell— all associated 
in the direction of FERA relief 
projects in the county— that the 
federally-created bureaus were in 
no way seeking to conflict with 
local employers of labor. When 
and if there was work for the un- 
employed, they stated, their own 
projects were shut down and no 
one set to work on the relief rolls 
until the need for the casual 
laborer was gone.

PRINCESS ANNE AND FEDERAL 
AID 

In the face of the hostile at- 
titude taken by several members 
of the county's board of super- 
visors regarding the projects spon- 
sored in this area by the Federal 
government, it might be well to 
take stock of such activity and 
evaluate it, in terms of sound in- 
vestment to Princess Anne, from 
tile point of view of the taxpayer. 
Hot all may be included in the 
small space at our disposal, but 
ere would point out a few salient 
facts: 

<1) An approximate two or three 
hundred families saved from 
the despair and utter demoral- 
isation o f near-starvation, 
without the expenditure of one 
penny by the county. 
(J) By means of the three sewing 
rooms now established, also 
without^ost to the county, an 
approximate seventy-five child- 
ren, who otherwise would have 
had to forego school this term, 
have been properly outfitted 
for the fall months. This branch 
of FERA work would be even 
further advanced were it not 
1 for the objections raised by 
Mr. Hudgins and others in 
agreement with him. who 
maintain that the women so 
engaged belong in the fields 
rather than embarked upon so 

humane a project. , 

CS) Through the labor of VERA 
and the Transient Bureau. 
located^ on the Rifle Range, plus 
the activity of FERA and WPA. 
other governmental agencies, 
mosquitoes — both of the mal- 
arial and pest varieties— have 
been brought under some con- 
trol, with the possibility of 
eradication not far removed. 
The county has shared in the 
expense to the extent of fur- 
nishing three or four foremen 
for the projects, at a salary of 
$60 per month, w »th local men 
given the positions., 
(*) By means of this same free 
labor, with no cost save the 
wages for foremen, the drain- 
age system of the county has 
been, or is being advanced at 
least twenty-five years. Al- 
though this work is incidental 
to the mosquito control project, 
is of the greatest value in 
draining surplus water from 
farming areas and reclaiming 
lowlands previously unwork- 
able. 
<i) The AAA, through the potato 
and cotton control provisions 
of recent legislation, the corn- 
hog setup and other similar 
projects, offers to the farmers 
of the county an opportunity 
to regain an economic equili- 
brium not possible without 
assistance, particularly when 
bedeviled by those who, posing 
aa the farmer's friend, seek 
deliberately to sell him short 
to wholesale buyers of farm 
produce. 
<•) Establishment of the subsist- 
ence gardens' project, by 
- means of which unemployed 
men and women are enabled to 
plant vegetable gardens which 
provide a nourishing amount 
of fresh vegetables in the sum- 
mer and canned produce for 



In an era when the ramifica- 
tions of big-city journalism have 
forced an impersonality upon the 
handling of the news, making the 
typical newspaper, in effect, sole- 
ly a chronicler of historic move- 
ments as they -are revealed in 
their daily stages, the country 
newspaper plays an important 
role in which the human element, 
the spirit of neighborliness, is not 
forgotten. 'Those parts of the 
country journalism which have 
thrived and continued alive dur- 
ing the long years of itjs_existence 
as a vital America^ institution 
have done so becauseurf they 
ificant personal services-rendered 
to those residing within the com- 
munity of its influence and be- 
cause of the interest maintained 
in their affairs. 

To the city newspaper, the birth 
of a son and heir to the Astor 
millions is worth several columns 
of type and as many photographs 
as can be secured: but there is no 
news in the birth of a son and 
heir to John Jones, farmer, resid- 
ing near Toms Corners. A debut- 
ante party on the Pierre roof is 
big news; a chicken supper spon- 
sored by the Cobbs Creek Metho- 
dist Church isn't. The doings of 
the State House are covered in 
detail; but the routine affairs of 
the country courthouse are of no 
importance. 

And, if these things are judged 
by prevailing standards of news 
interest, the attitude of the city 
daily is a just one. for to print 
all of the news, however insign- 
ificant it may be. is palpably im- 
possible. The city, in which the 
majorities of subscribers reside, 
takes precedence over the scatter- 
ed rural communities, and the 
published news tends to the sign- 
ificant and the dramatic. 

It is in this neglected field that 
the province of the country weekly 
lies. It limits itself and its acti- 
vity to the community of which it 
is a part, striving constantly for 
the development of that com- 
munity through the particulariz- 
ing of events and personalities 
most definitely associated with its 
life, interpreting, in the language 
of the community, those happen- 
ings of State, national and world 
Importance which touch most 
closely upon the life of this area. 
The limitation of its influence, 
permitting a more personal note 
than is possible in the case of the 
city daily, makes it a real home 
paper. In its columns are record- 
ed the routine happenings of those 
whom it serves, noticing the low- 
liest birth and the smallest social 
gathering, bringing into each 
home an account of the current 
happenings of its neighbors, seek- 
ing to develop that bond of com- 
munity interest which character- 
izes the ideal rural community, 
el iminating the formality and 
stiffness which so often distin- 
guishes city life. 

The country newspaper champ- 
ions the cause of the farmer and 
the non-city worker as the larger 
newspaper represent* the multi- 
colored industrial picture. It 
views the farmer, the small town 
merchant, the lumberman and the 
hunter as individual units in the 
economic setup of the nation, and, 
as it strives to instruct in the 
newest approaches to these voca- 
tions, so does it speak out in an 
uncompromising demand that 
government not overlook the rural 
community and ite members in 
its varied activity. 

If properly managed, the coun- 
try .newspaper is an I ed uc a tion al 
force in the uf e of tbeVommunity, 



live, adding to the vocational 
knowledge of its readers by the 
presentation of authentic farm 
bulletins and in every other way 
possible striving to serve the edu- 
cational interests of its constitu- 
ents. It seeks the cooperation of 
county school officials as well as 
that of county agricultural and 
home demonstration agents, as it 
seeks the cooperation of all 
agencies interested in the develop- 
ment of the community. 

Politically, it is on the side of 
those who view the problems of 
the district from an unselfish 
point of view. It has no traffic 
with the schemers and those who 
would enrich themselves at the 
public expense, and it pledges it- 
self to bring such miscreants to 
the public notice when and if such 
are exposed. The country news- 
paper looks with disfavor upon 
all types of political and industrial 
propaganda designed to dupe un- 
suspecting citizens, and the opin- 
ions on current happenings which 
it expresses are essentially its own 
not cut according to the order of 
clique or faction. Its very fear- 
lessness and independence are the 
twin reasons for its continued 
existence^ 

^Its columns' are ever open to all 
shades of opinion within the com- 
munity. It stands equally ate its, 
champion and as the open forum 
to which all have access, for it 
seeks the expression of the com- 
munity rather than the ready- 
made opinion of any imagined 
boss. It may err occasionally in 
its decisions, but such erring is the 
fault of inadequate reasoning and 
investigation rather than a delib- 
erate attempt to mislead its read- 
ers. 

The country newspaper has 
been called democracy's strongest 
ally, the greatest barrier in the 
way of decadent or irresponsible 
government. Living up to its 
heritage is not easy, but it is dis- 
tinctly worthwhile. .

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As Others See It 



BEHAVIOR PROBLEM AT 
HEADQUARTERS 



The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot 
which has* devoted a good deal of 
editorial attention to reckless 
shooting among policemen, re- 
views a recent incident in South 
Norfolk: 

A policeman attempting to put 
an end to minor disorders by four 
young men fired four shots— in 
the ground, he said— and one of 
the fleeing men was wounded in 
the leg. Policemen took him to a 
physician who dressed the leg. He 
remained in jail twelve hours 
thereafter. He suffered great pain 
and his wounds grew worse. At the 
end of twelve hours a physician 
finally called in. ordered him to 
a hospital. After several days of 
treatment there his leg was ampu- 
tated. He will remain a cripple 
for the rest of his life. 

The Virginian-Pilot may well 
ask whether the protection the 
public is receiving from official- 
dom capable of such negligence 
is adequate. The behavior prob- 
lems at police headquatrers are 
statewide. Virginia communities 
have known too well that reckless 
fellow in uniform who does not 
require much baiting by the mis- 
demeanant before he begins to 
compensate his inferiority com- 
plex by the use of arms. Such 
incidents as occurred at Norfolk 
will recur in all parts of the State 
until some central police authority 
insists upon the employment of 
police officers on the basis of fit- 
ness only. The reckless policeman 
presents a problem which should 
interest Attorney-General Staples 
as he explores the idea of a more 
central authority over State polic- 
ing. 

It is very dangerous to arm and 
invest with the authority of the 
law, men with the intelligence of 
a thirteen or fourteen-year-old 
boy. Yet behavior results show 
that this has been done. The 
public is, too, always in danger 
from the policeman who is suffer- 
ing from disorders of personality 
Men of low-grade mentality are 
maladjusted, are very sensitive 
and easily insulted and tend to 
become arbitrary and tyrannical 
in dealing with defenseless people. 
Their lack of emotional control 
and their slowness in grasping sit- 
uations frequently is the real* rea- 
son for the quickness with which 
they grasp the trigger.

It is unfortunate to find the 
publishers proclaiming on the 
jacket of Morley Callaghan's new 
novel, "They Shall Inherit the 
Earth," that they have for eight 
years sought a new novel "that 
would fill the requirements of a 
small and highly restricted list 
that includes James Joyce, Marcel 
Proust, Eugene O'Neill and Robin- 
son Jeffefs. The publishers be- 
lieve that Morley Callaghan has 
written precisely the novel they 
have been seeking." Such a state- 
ment predisposes the reader to ex- 
pect a major novel, a book of un- 
usual distinction and excellence. 
It is a pity that after such a blurb 
a book of such quiet pretensions 
as "They Shall Inherit the Earth" 
must come as a let-down, for it is 
a good book, possessing more than 
mere competence, an interesting, 
thoughtful book, yet surely not 
one to be forced into comparison 
with the work of Joyce or Proust. 
Mr. Callaghan's story is an 
adaption of the eternal Hamlet' 
story. From the beginning 
, Ufichael Alkenhead had resented 
1 *is father's second marriage to 
Dave Choate's mother, and when 
Dave threatened to break up the 
engagement of Michael's sister to 
a young doctor by telling her that 
her mother was insane before she 
died, Michael allowed Dave to 
drown one night when he could 
have saved him. Suspecion fell on 
Michael's father, who had not got 
along with Dave, and again 
Michael stood by, this time watch- 
ing his father lose his business 
and social standing and become 
solitary and lost and premature- 
ly old. 

Ever since the second marriage 
Michael had drawn away from his 
father, though long before his 
father begun to feel the need of 
his son's love as business gradual- 
ly came to seem to him no longer 
a fulfillment. So the suspicion 
of guilt, which ruined him and 
drove him into helpless solitude, 
only confirmed his spiritual plight 
and he became a pathetic, lost old 
man with no meaning to his tor- 
tured existence. Meantime, the 
consciousness of his own guilt 
would not allow Michael to find 
secure peace and happiness with 
his wife Anna, and finally he 
could stand it no- longer without 
confessing the truth to his father. 
This is the situation by means 
of which theBe three people, 
Michael, his wife and his father, 
find their own souls and are saved 
in a world which Mr. Callaghan 
depicts, with sympathy and un- 
derstanding, as inhabited by a lost 
generation, a generation which 
has lost the secret of full, genuine 
living. But Anna. Michael's wife, 
possessed this secret. "She went 
on living from day to day, living 
and loving and exposing the full- 
ness and wholeness of herself to 
the life around her. If to be poor 
in spirit meant to be without false 
pride, to be humble enough to for- 
get oneself, then she was poor in 
spirit, for she gave herself to 
everything that touched her, she 
let herself be. she lost herself in 
the fullness of the world, and in 
losing herself she found the world, 
and she possessed her own soul. 
People like her could have every- 
thing. They could inherit the 
earth." 

Mr. Callaghan writes good prose, 
an economical and unostentatious 
prose, and his book has about it 



The opening of the new school 
year for both public school and 
college students brings the mind 
to rest upon the subject of youth 
and its place in the modern world. 
One hears not so much of the 
"playboy" of several years ago, for 
the maladjustments of the depres- 
sion cycle in our economic and 
social life have brought their own 
series of burdensome problems 
from which even the most giddy 
cannot wholly escape. 

Since the early days of the Re- 
public's founding, the place of 
youth has been a happy one.

It was, indeed, a gala 
vacation, and, when the day ar- 
rived to go to work. Jobs were so 
plentiful that none but the dul- 
lard need think of possible failure. 
Then, overnight, all of this 
security was washed away by a 
gigantic flood. If existing stand- 
ards were to be m ain t ained, now 
that Pa's money was all but gone, 
the shop, factory, field and office 
must be courted for a job, and 
the luxuries foresworn until earn- 
ed by the individual. Vacation 
was over, the day of a new pioneer 
had arrived, and youth responded 
with no trace of the oftening in- 
fluences of the previous era. 



the greater majority believe the* 
the problem can be solved with- 
out resorting to such 
History, pnuosopny, 
and the modern creed of sociology 
are becoming the textbooks and 
guides of this newly-awakened 
youth, and the panaceas of a more 
trusting generation have been dis- 
carded for truth. 

This condition is gradually be- 
ing reflected in the policies of 
both major political parties, hi 
the increased attention given to 
sociological problems and in cur- 
rent writings, where cant and 
hypocricy have been cast aside in 
the interests of fact.

If it can offset but, 
some few of the inadequacies of 
our modern world, its efforts and 
its conscientious study will not be 
in vain.

A beauty treatment for blooded 
five stock and an excellent fertil- 
izer for farm lands are two un- 
usual products supplied to the 
fanners of this country by the 
steel industry, according to the 
American Iron and Steel Institute. 

The beauty treatment, a nour- 
ishing feed that fattens cattle and 
makes their coats sleek and glossy, 
consists of bran middlings soaked 
in palm oil, a by-product of the 
tin mill. The fertilizer, sulphate 
of ammonia, is a by-product of 
the coal utilized in manufacture 
of coke for fuel in Mast furnaces. 
Feed Proves BafalUeas 

In every tin mill after the thin 
steel sheet is coated with tin on 
its way to become a tin can) it is 
run through a bath of palm oil 
to keep the molten tin from solid- 
ifying too rapidly and to assure 
an even coating of high luster. 
Excess oil is absorbed by feeding 
the tin plate by a series of rolls 
through plain bran middlings 
which all farmers know to be good 
for cattle. However, the waste 
bran from a tin mill is doubly 
nutritious, for it is saturated with 
rich oil from the palm trees of the 
West Coast of Africa. 

As a rule steel companies sell 
this waste material to dealers who 
carefully clean the middlings of 
ah foreign matter by putting them 
through a series of screens ^rnd 
magnetic separators. After in- 
spection, for the middlings must 
comply with pure food laws, the 
feed Is packed for shipment to 
farmers and feed supply dealers. 

Beside supplying an excellent 
food for cattle, some companies in 
the steel industry likewise pro- 
duce as a by-product a fertilizer 
rich in nitrogen. Fields In which 
crops are raised year after year 
are likely to become deficient in 
this essential element. The steel 
industry fertilizes these fields by

Sulphate of Ammonia Useful 
Coke is the fuel used in melting 

iron ore and limestone in blast 

furnaces to make pig iron from 

which steel is made. Most of the 

larger companies make their own 

coke by baking bituminous coal in 

ovens. The smoke and gases from 

the baking coal are collected at 

the top of the ovens by a system 

of pipes that carry them to a de- 
partment where by a process of 

dry distillation the sulphate of 

ammonia and Innumerable other 

products are taken from the 

smoke and gases which would 

otherwise pour into the air in 

great black clouds and be wasted. 
Other contributions of the steel 

industry to agriculture, in addition 

to a variety of implements and 

machinery from a pitchfork to a 

gang plow. Include woven wire 

fence, barbed wire, chicken wire.

Travelers from seven states 
have made reservations to accom- 
pany the first public tour party 
in seventy years to be organized 
to travel to romantic Tangier Is- 
land, in the center of the Chesa- 
peake Bay, which will leave Rich- 
mond on the morning of September 
29, returning the same evening, 
according to L. K. Baber, chair- 
man of the Virginia Autumn 
Travelogue committee on Tangier 
tours. The first party of thirty 
for September 29 has been organ- 
ized, constituting a boat load, and 
the second one is now being regis- 
tered. 

The tour parties will leave 
Richmond and travel by bus to 
Reedville, where they will embark 
in fishing boats and travel to Tan- 
gier, where they will view the is- 
land, returning late lit ttie after- 
noon. Tangier at one time was a 
center of public religious services, 
camp meetings being held on its 
wide sand beach annually from 
1800 to 1857. These meetings 
developed such religious fervor 
that they attracted visitors from 
as far away as Maine, while large 
parties were organized annually 
to visit the Island and attend 
these services from New York. 
Philadelphia, Richmond, and 
other large cities of that day. 

Tangier Is a low Island, dis- 
covered by Captain John Smith 
in 1608, and settled by fishermen 
of Cornish descent. From an 
original population of fourteen 
families it has grown to a town 
of 2,100 inhabitants. The island 
is only four feet above sea level. 
It Is two and a half miles wide by 
four miles long, but much of It Is 
marshy and it Is said that every 
foot that is habitable has been 
built up. Its streets are only 8 
feet wide. All of its Inhabitants 
are fishermen, and it is known as 
the "soft shell crab capital of the 
Chesapeake Bay," because of the 
large number of these crabs 
caught at Tangier.

Approximately 600 million trees 
and shrubs win be produced by 
nurseries of the Soil Conservation 
Service and cooperating agencies 
for use on erosion control demon- 
stration projects throughout the 
country the coming year, it was 
announced by Charles R. Enlow, 
Chief of the Division of Nurseries 
of the Service. 

The nursery program also calls 
for collection of one million 
pounds of grass seed not com- 
mercially available, to be used in 
erosion control planting. 

To meet this heavy production 
assignment, 19 new nurseries will 
be established bringing the total 
number of Service nurseries to 83, 
in 38 states. They now range in 
size from two acres to 800 acres, 
with the average^ about -50. acres. 

Fifteen of these nurseries are 
under supervision of Emergency 
Conservation Work and were 
established primarily to provide 
materials for use by the 545 Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps camps un- 
der direction of the Service. Cer- 
tain other nursery areas providing 
trees for the Service are operated 
in cooperation with State For- 
esters. 

The mounting demand for trees, 
shrubs and grasses has been oc- 
casioned by the recent expansion 
in the demonstration program of 
the Service, which increased the 
number of demonstration projects 
from 47 in 31 states, to 141 in 41 
states, and the number of CCC 
camps from 55 to 545. 

A large share of the 600 million 
trees and shrubs will be used in 
the reforestation and aforestation 
phases of erosion control work on 
farm and grazing lands. Under 
the soil conservation program, 
areas too steep or otherwise un- 
suited for practical cultivation are 
taken out of crop production and 
planted in trees and shrubs and 
vines are used in the control of 



gullies. When planted on gully 
banks, they anchor the soil and 
prevent it from washing away. 
When used on lands subject to 
wind erosion, trees and shrubs 
serve a double purpose by anchor- 
ing the soil and by breaking the 
sweep of wind. They also slow up 
runoff of rain water. 

The one million pounds of grass 
seed will be used to plant cover 
on certain lands retired from cul- 
tivation under the erosion control 
program. Like trees, grass anchors 
the soil and prevents it from be- 
ing washed away by rain or blown 
away by wind.

bat Chris believes in patronizing 
local business. Happy as a kid— 
"I've never felt better than when 
I was on the go," Chris confided 
to us just an hour before he grab- 
bed his suitcase and threw it in 
the rear of Bill Dodson's car— he 
was off on a gay adventure, with 
the "auf wiedershens" of the en- 
tire town ringing in his ears. 

There is a wealth of story in 
Chris' tale.

Sewing Booms Necessary 

The sewing rooms were held up 
to the board as of vital necessity. 
Because of the clothing fashioned 
in the three such projects now 
operating in the county, it was 
announced, 75 children were en- 
abled to attend school who could 
not otherwise have registered be- 
cause of a lack of suitable cloth- 
ing. Although even Mr. Hudgins 
agreed that such work was useful, 
he was not sufficiently impressed 
to vote for an expenditure of not 
more than $10 for fuel during the 
next month. The "Three Muske- 
teers." however, visualized the 
work as most valuable to the 
county poor, and the plea for fuel 
was heeded. 

Another relief project which 
was seriously threatened was the 
transient labor camp located at 
the Rifle Range. Engaged in a 
comprehensive program to moder- 
nize the drainage system of the 
county and to eliminate the 
death-dealing malarial mosquito, 
the value of this federally-spon- 
sored project cannot be denied. 
Although fifty-odd Virginia coun- 
ties are clamoring for their ser- 
vices, M. S. Britchard, State tran- 
sient director, and R. H. Baillio. 
of the mibHe-heatth service, told 
the board that this was the 'first 
such project undertaken in the 
state' and the one on which the 
greatest effort would be expended, 
500 Men Working 
More than 500 men will soon be 
engaged in malarial and pest con- 
trol work here in the county, they 
explained, and. as a result of their 
efforts the county drainage system 
will be advanced at least 25 years, 
all at no expense to the county 
save the salaries of four foremen. 
It was on the matter of provid- 
ing four foremen for a period of 
three months, at a total expendi- 
ture of $720, that the "Three 
Musketeers" struck their second 
snag of the day. Messrs. Hudgins 
and Mansfield expressed them- 
selves as opposed to such expendi- 
ture, openly doubtful that the re- 
sults would Justify the outlay of 
such a small sum.

It is certain, however, 
that the county stands to lose val- 
uable services if such work should 
be discontinued through a refusal 
to support the government plans. 
The auditor's report of the 
county's finances was read and 
approved. 

The meeting ended on a note of 
comedy introduced by John Spar- 
row, commissioner of the revenue, 
which followed a lengthly squab- 
ble on the subject of tax collec- 
tions and budget limitations by 
the two factions.

thods. In addition to the vege- 
tables many have canned and 
dried a very good supply of fruits 
thus adding variety to their win- 
ter rations which also enables 
them to have a better balanced 
diet.

The entire distance marched 
from Providence, Rhode Island, 
the former base of operations, to 
Torktown by the army of Roch- 
ambeau was 538 miles, with water 
transportation, Newport to Provi- 
dence, 30 miles, and Annapolis to 
Jamestown, 178 miles— 206 miles; 
and march, Williamsburg to Tork- 
town, 12 mites, or a total of 750 
mites, Newport to Torktown. The 
army under Washington, from its 
base at West Point on the Hudson 
to Torktown, marched a distance 
of 400 mites, was taken aboard 
ship at Annapolis and transported 
to Jamestown, 178 mites, or a total 
of 578 mites, West Point to Tork- 
town. 

The march from the west bank 
of the Hudson was begun on the 
morning of the 19th of August. 
1781, and, after the arduous 
march, frequently marked by an 
Insufficiency of clothing and food 
supplies and a lack of suitable 
water transports which made the 
approach to Torktown even more 
difficult and lengthy than plan- 
ned, the last of the Continental 
and French forces arrived in the 
vicinity of Williamsburg on Sept- 
ember 25th. 

Historians are in agreement 
that the march to Torktown ranks 
among the famous episodes of the 
Revolution. No movement on so 
great a scale, had as yet been at- 
tempted by the Revolutionary 
leaders, and the outcome was to 
prove It brilliant in results, bold 
and scientific as a military ven- 
ture. The base of operations on 
the Hudson had been broken up. 
the enemy was without knowledge 
of the well laid plans and. thanks 
to the brilliant strategy of Wash- 
ington, the movement was not ap- 
parent to the British until after 
the Delaware had been crossed. 
two weeks following the start of 
the march upon Yorktown. 
September' 21 — Armies Move 
Down the Chesapeake 

On September 21st the entire 
army, French and Americans, 
were taken aboard De Barras' ten 
transports, the two frigates cap- 
tured from the British and several 
captured vessels sent up by De- 
Orasse for the purpose, and the 
final leg of the Journey from the 
Hudson to Williamsburg was 
begun from Annapolis. The troops 
were safely landed under orders 
at College Landing on the James 
River, after a voyage of 178 miles. 
where they effected a junction 
with the troops of Lafayette and 
St. Simon at Williamsburg, on 
September 26. 

From Williamsburg, on the 21st. 
Governor Thomas Nelson, Jr.. 
wrote to David Jameson, Lieuten- 
ant Governor of Virginia: 

"Yours of the 15th and 17th 
were both received at the same 
time. It gives me concern- to hear 
that the members of the council 
give such bad attendance at a 
time when matters of so great 
moment are in agitation, and 
when they know not but what 
their presence may be of the last 
importance. It is, however, impos- 
sible for me to quit the army at 
this time — at least the bad con- 
sequence which would result from 
it would not be compensated by 
any good which might arise from 
my attending at the Council 
Board. The wants of the army 
which are many, and which re- 
quire the most instant attention, 
are here represented to me on the 
■pot, and the most immediate 
measures are fallen upon to sup- 
ply or anticipate them. 4fot all 
the exertions which could possibly 
have been made in Richmond and 
by the commissaries and Othe 
above would have prevented the 
army, either from suffering ex- 
treme distress or seizing the little 
that remains to the people of the 
neighborhood, to their utter ruin. 
It Is my opinion that nothing 
should come into competition 
with our endeavors to give success 
to the present military operations 
because, if they fall, we shall have 
hot the shadow of a government. 
If even that, whereas if they suc- 
ceed, the hands of government 
will be stronger and it will be 
more respectable than ever. 

"The reason my giving you but 
little news is that there has been 
very little to communicate. We 
have been waiting for reinforce- 
ments and necessaries for com- 
mencing and carrying on the

very soon move down. Supplies 
of beef come in so slowly that I 
am now under the necessity of 
taking from the people of this 
ravaged part of the country what 
humanity strongly Inclined me to 
spare them." 

September 22 — Washington 
Returns to WHHamsbwrg 

Following his conference with 
DeGrasse aboard the French flag- 
ship, La Ville de Paris, Washing- 
ton, accompanied by Rochambeau. 
Chastellux, Duportail and Knox, 
set sail from Cape Henry and ar- 
rived in Williamsburg on the 22nd. 
Final plans for the siege of Tork- 
town had been completed, and 
DeGrasse had approved the part 
that the French navy was to play 
in the active campaign against 
Cornwallis and his British forces. 
Everything was now in readiness, 
only the arrival of the American 
and French troops from the north 
needed to put those plans into 
immediate execution. 

While at Williamsburg, Wash- 
ington used the George Wythe 
House located In the rear of Bru- 
ton Parish Church, as his head- 
quarters, and here he, Rocham- 
beau and Lafayette drew up the 
general plans for the troop move- 
ments which were to converge on 
Torktown. Definite word having 
been received from General Lin- 
coln that the northern army was 
preparing to embark at Annapolis 
for the journey down the Chesa- 
peake to Williamsburg, Washing- 
ton made active preparations to 
begin the siege of Yorktown on 
the 28th of September or as close 
thereafter as would be possible. 
General marching orders were 
drawn up, guns and ammunition 
distributed to the soldiers already 
in Williamsburg and plans for the 
building of fortifications and re- 
doubts carefully studied. 
September 23 — A Dangerous 
Diversion 

On September 23rd, word was 
received by DeGrasse of the ar- 
rival of Admiral Digby at New 
York, with six ships of the line, 
as an addition to the naval force 
of Graves, making the latter's 
force nearly equal to the French. 
As this might encourage a fresh 
attempt on the part of Graves to 
relieve Cornwallis of his desperate 
strait, DeGrasse proposed to put 
to sea in search of Graves should 
he make the attempt, leaving a 
few frigates in the bay to protect 
the York and the James Rivers. 

Washington, fearful of a super- 
ior force slipping in and relieving 
Cornwallis while the French fleet 
was absent, used all his power and 
argument to persuade DeGrasse 
to desist, seeing In DeGrasse's pro- 
posed action the possibility of de- 
feat after the months of careful 
planning. 

The French admiral, in his let- 
ter of the 23rd, proposed placing 
two vessels off the mouth of the 
York River and gathering around 
him the rest of his entire force, 
excepting the frigates Cormorant. 
Charlotte, Sandwich and one 
other then blocking the James 
River. With the rest he proposed 
to keep in the offing, in order to 
have fighting room should Digby 
appear. There was also the pos- 
sibility of an action forcing him 
to the leeward and preventing his 
return to Yorktown. Yet in his 
present position he was at a dis- 
advantage for attack and not 
secure in a gale. The anchorage 
at York, he said, had no advan- 
tages to prevent the enemy from 
entering the capes. 

DeGrasse agreed to wait for a 
reply from Washington and Roch- 
ambeau. whom he addressed in 
common. By sailing to New York, 
he said, he hoped to do more for 
the common cause than by re- 
maining an Idle spectator. 

September 24— A Glimpse at 
Cornwallis' Position 

Cornwallis' position, soon to be 
invested by the allied American 
and French troops, was not 
especially favorable for defence. 
Henry P. Johnson points out in 
"The Yorktown Campaign." In 
taking post at Yorktown Corn- 
wallis never anticipated the con- 
tingency of a siege. The place 
might answer as a naval station. 
and works would be necessary to 
protect It in case the garrison 
should be reduced, but otherwise 
if was a bad selection. "Nothing 
but the hope of relief," Cornwallis 
said later, "would have induced 
me to attempt Its defence." The 
town stood on . the bank of the 
river, thirty or forty feet above 
the water, but possessed no com- 
manding features as against a 
land attack. Cornwallis surround- 
ed it with a line of earth works.

two covered the right, facing the 
river road to Williamsburg: three 
stood back of the town, and three 
on the left, looking- down the 
river; the two remaining redoubts, 
known as numbers nine and ten, 
stood disconnected in advance of, 
and as an additional strength to, 
the left. A projecting redoubt, 
called the Horn-work, command- 
ed the road to Hampton. In the 
fourteen batteries constructed 
along the line sixty-five guns had 
been mounted, none of which were 
larger than eighteen-pondeis. and 
to obtain some of these the frig- 
ate Charon, in the river, had been 
stripped of her arnament. 

These are the immediate de- 
fences of Yorktown: but as the 
ground beyond, especially on the 
left, would favor a beseiging force, 
and as the defences themselves 
were not complete when the place 
was threatened. Cornwallis deter- 
mined to take up a good outer 
position also, about a half mile in 
advance of his inner line. Across 
the river. Gloucester had been 
fortified before Yorktown. and the 
defences consisted of a line of en- 
trenchments, with four redoubts 
and three batteries, mounting 
nineteen guns. 

September 25— DeGrasse Won 
Over 

On September 25. Washington 
dispatched, from Williamsburg, 
Marquis de Lafayette with a letter 
to Compte DeGrasse, in reply to 
his of the 23rd from Cape Henry 
proposing to change the general 
plan of operations as a result of 
the arrival of Admiral Digby. The 
British strength was now equal 
to that of the French, therefore 
DeGrasse did not wish to place 
himself in^a position which would 
prevent h i m from attacking 
should an attempt be made to re- 
lieve Cornwallis. 

This program gave Washington 
great anxiety and made it neces- 
sary to Insist on the plan already 
agreed upon. He declared the en- 
terprise against Yorktown under 
the protection of his ships as cer- 
tain as any military operation can 
be rendered by a superiority of 
strength and means. He declared 
the fact reducible to a calculation, 
and that the surrender of the 
British garrison must go a long 
way toward terminating the war. 
The departure of the fleet from 
the Chesapeake would be availed 
of for relief and frustrate the bril- 
liant prospects ahead, ending in 
disgrace after the fairest expecta- 
tions of the allied armies, and 
possibly the disbanding of the 
whole army for want of, provisions. 
Admitting a stationary position 
impractical as ah alternative, 
however inferior, considered re- 
latively to the support and facility 
of land operations. Washington 
proposed DeGrasse's cruising 
within view of the capes, so as to 
render the entrance inaccessible to 
any of the enemy's vessels. 

Added to these frank declara- 
tions, the persuasive logic of La- 
fayette won the French Admiral 
over to remaining within the 
capes and blockading the bay dur- 
ing the siege. Before doing so, 
however, he laid the question be- 



fore a council of war, the decision 
of which, communicated to Wash- 
ington and Rochambeau. was in 
DeGrasse' own words — that a 
large part of the fleet shall anchor 
in York River; that four or five 
vessels shall be stationed so as to 
pass up and down James River, 
and that you shall aid us with the 
means to erect a battery on Point 
Comfort, where we can place can- 
non and mortars. The admiral 
also agreed to proceed to the ex- 
ecution of the arrangement forth- 
with, of which he gavs notice, 
"that we may act in concert for 
the advancement of our opera- 
tions." 

September 26 — Armies Arrive In 
Williamsburg 

By the afternoon of the 26th of 
September the allied French and 
American armies were saftely de- 
barked under orders at College 
Landing, on the James. After a 
short march of six miles, the al- 
lied armies effected a junction 
with the troops of Lafayette and 
St. Simon at Williamsburg. 

Preparations for the siege of 
Yorktown were now complete. The 
entire American and French 
armies, numbering more than 16.- 
000 men, were consolidated at 
Williamsburg, DeGrasse was in 
complete harmony with the plans 
of Washington and Rochambeau 
for the actual investment, and 
marching orders and the plan of 
battle were in the hands of the 
responsible officers. Cornwallis, 
with his 8.000 British and Hessian 
soldiers, was about to experience 
the final act in his North Ameri- 
can career. 

The 27th was spent furnishing 
arms and amunition to the sol- 
diers, instructing the officers In 
the plan of battle and making 
those final last minute prepara- 
tions which so frequently deter- 
mine the course of the engage- 
ment. Washington, satisfied with 
the general program, Issued his 
order of battle and ordered the 
whole army to march by the right 
in one column, at 5 a. m. sharp, 
September 28. as light and as un- 
encumbered as possible. So was 
the stage set for the great drama 
of the Siege of Yorktown.

ization Division plans to concen 
(rate its efforts to demonstrate 
the value of the proper use and 
conservation of the state's natural 
resources, according to James M. 
Gray, of Raleigh, N. C, Regional 
Director in charge of this work. 

Gray, who has spent 26 years 
studying the land problems of this 
region, listed the mountainous 
area and adjacent lands, the hilly 
cotton and tobacco region, the 
cut-over timber section, and the 
coastal plain as areas in this state 
in which major adjustments in 
land use are necessary. 

This does not mean," Gray 
pointed out, "that ah the land 
within the designated areas should 
be retired from cultivation. For 
instance, the purchase of wood- 
land and steep eroded slopes for 
administration as public forests is 
advocated in some sections, while 
the remaining farm land would 
continue in cultivation. 

"It may be desirable to shift 
some of this land from its present 
use but I want to emphasize that 
the long time program of this 
phase of Resettlement work will 
be to provide opportunities for 
farmers to withdraw from these 
ill-adapted areas and to settle 
where it is possible to produce a 
more satisfactory living. 

"in general, the withdrawal of 
families from these problem lands 
would have to be accomplished 
gradually, as the opportunities 
arise or are created, rather than 
by a rapid, large-scale change. 
There are, however, certain areas 
of acute distress tflat may require 
wholesale action of an emergency 
nature. The Land Utilization 
division and the Rural Resettle- 
ment division are working out this 
part of the general program co- 
operatively." 

In portions of the mountainous 
area, Gray said, the widespread 
withdrawal of some of the arable 
farm land in the roughest areas, 
for conversion to some construc- 
tive use, such as forests, will be 
necessary. This would be follow- 
ed by the institution of construc- 
tive management of forest lands. 
An increase in the size of farm 
units in the less broken areas 
would be advocated to permit 
larger pasture acreage per farm 
and smaller aggregate areas of 
crops. Introduction of erosion mea- 
sures in the better farming areas 
would be one of the land-con- 
servation measures necessary. 

A program of widespread, but 
not general, withdrawal of some 
of the arable farm land in the 
hilly cotton and tobacco region 
would also be necessary, Gray 
said. The land withdrawn would 
be converted to some constructive 
use, such as forests, game pre- 
serves, or recreational areas. Ero- 
sion control and constructive 
management of forest land would 
be necessary in this area. 

Two major adjustments are ad- 
vocated in the cut-over timber 
region, the better management of 
forest land so as to assure a re- 
growth of timber, and the wide- 
spread withdrawal of some of the 
arable farm land. In some sec- 



tions, there will be little necessity 
for the withdrawal of farm land 
as more constructive use of the 
forest land would furnish addi- 
tional sources of income for farm- 
ers now living in these sections. 

In the coastal plain, Gray said, 
the. withdrawal of arable farm 
land would be necessary only in 
small, scattered areas but the im- 
proved management of forest land 
would be necessary throughout 
that region.

to concentrate upon the eradica- 
tion of the malarial type, and, in- 
sofar as transportation can be 
provided for the men, this work 
will be pursued in the Seaboard, 
Blackwater and Pungo districts. 

Means of attacking the mosquito 
will consist chiefly of the creation 
of a drainage system for the coun- 
ty. Aside from the obvious bene- 
fits to be received from the eradic- 
ation of the mosquito, such a pro- 
ject has been viewed as advanc- 
ing the drainage system of the 
county by at least twenty-five 
years. By permitting the surplus 
waters to drain off the farmlands, 
ir is anticipated that a consider- 
able acreage, now largely under 
water, will be reclaimed without 
cost to the farmers and residents 
of the communities affected. Be- 
fore completion of the project, 
every district will have felt the 
beneficial results of the federal 
operations. 

County's Share Small 

The county's share of participa- 
tion in the project will be to fur- 
nish supervision for the various 
undertakings. A maximum, of four 
men, it is understood, will be 
needed. Transportation will be 
secured wherever possible and, 
although it is contrary to the 
policy of the transient bureau and 
its. affiliated agencies to furnish 
tools for such projects, sufficient 
equipment is now on hand to 
complete all of the outlined jobs. 

It is estimated that the camp, 
if continued here for one year, 
will bring into this section an ad- 
ditional revenue of $250,000, 
Maintenance of the camp will 
average better than $10,000 per 
month during the winter and, 
when the project is absorbed by 
the WPA and a security wage of 
a possible $15 per month paid 
each man, it is expected that the 
quarter-million dollar mark will 
be reached.

Of $175,237.22. In this total 
are included both real and per- 
sonal pr o p er ty taxes for the years 
1933-34 by reason of the fact that 
changes in the statutes governing 
collections of delinquent taxes 
have deferre d land sales about a 
year later than was the previous 
practice. | 

Since June 30, Mr. Kellam re-:, 
ported, some $15,000 has been col- 
lected in delinquent taxes for the 
past year, reducing the amount 
now due to an approximate $50,- 
000. All properties on which 
these taxes are still delinquent efr 
December 1, he added, will be ad- 
vertised and sold at the court- 
house, in accordance with the 
State law. 

An approximate half of the 
total delinquent taxes now due 
Princess Anne county are owed by 
the City of Norfolk on city-owned 
property in the county limits. 
Nansemond county, faced with a 
similar situation has carried the 
matter to the courts, where a de- 
cision is now pending. When 
such action is completed, Princess 
Anne officials plan a similar 
course, which, if successful, should 
place the county in a splendid 
financial position. 

A careful survey of the com- 
posite table of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the years 1934-35 
discloses that while current assets 
decreased $5,009.33 current liabili- 
ties also decreased $3,98676, 
showing a net decrease of $1,- 
009.33. The audit points out that 
there was no liability to the Town 
of Virginia Beach at June 30 of 
this year for school taxes collected 
and unremitted at that date, 
whereas a year ago the accounts 
included a liability to the Town 
of $3,209.57. Cash in the operat- 
ing and building funds decreased 
$4,817.20 and the accounts receiv- 
able decreased $192.13, represent- 
ing a return of the emergency re- 
lief revolying fund of $25 and a 
partial liquidation of $180 in the' 
bus drivers account outstanding 
a year ago. 

Revenue from local sources dur- 
ing the year decreased $32,356.69. 
accounted for by decreases of $25.- 
982 19 apd $7,837.16 in delinquent 
tax collections and land redemp- 
tions by the County clerk, respec- 
tively, offset by increases of 
$290.58 and $1,172.08 in current 
tax collections and miscellaneous 
revenue, respectively. These de- 
creases resulted primarily from 
the fact that penalties were ex- 
onerated from September 26, 1933.

were waived during the past year. 
The supplements received from 
the Commonwealth during the 
past year increased $3,518.95, the 
principal items therein being an

Expenses of county government 
increased $10,655.24, made up of 
increases of $3,822.63 in general 
government costs and $6,832.61 in 
school expenses. The increase in 
government costs is due largely 
to the annexation contest costs 
and to the functioning of the 
board of equalisation. 

It is of interest to note that all 
of the various county funds show 
a surplus balance at the close of 
the year. Although the operating 
funds decreased $1,005.58 during 
the year, all of the several funds 
has substantial surplus balances. 
The debt fund increased $19,502.34 
showing similar advances.
